The Earl of SUSSEX to Sir WILLIAM CECIL. 

Good M' Secretary, 

XJpON yo’’ requeste and promyse, made in yo' I'" of the xvi''’, 
I wyll wryte to you fully what by eny meancs I conceyve in this 
grete mattr ; althowghe the gretenes of tlie cause, in respecte of the 
p'sone whose it is, tlie ynconstancy & sottelness of the pepell with 
whom we dcale, and the lyttell accompte made allwayes of my sym- 
ple jugenrent, geve me good occasyon of .sylence: And, therfor (ex- 
cepte it be to the Queue’s Ma", from whom I wowld not wyshe eny 
thowght of my harte to be hydden) I looke for p-|'ormance of yo^ 
promyse. 

This matter muste at lengthe take end, ether by fynding the S. 
Quene gyltye of the crymes that be objected ageynst her, or by some 
manner of compasytyon w‘ a shewe of stivyng her honor. The 
fyrste I thynke wyll hardely be attempted for ii causes: The one, 
for that yf her adverse p'tee accuse her of the nuirtlier by producyng 
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of her 1'"“’, she wyll deny theip, and accuse the moste of them of many- 
feste consent to the murther, hardely to be denyed ; .<o as, upon the try- 
all on bothe sydes,her proofes wyll judycyally falle beste owte,as it 
is thovvght: The other, for tliat ther yonge Kynge is of tender and 
weake yeres and state of bodye ; and yf God showld calle hym, and 
tlier Queue were judycyally defaced & dyshonoured, and her sonne, 
in respectc of her wyckednes, adinytted to the Crowne, Hambleton, 
upon his deathe, showld succede ; w"^’ as Murrey's factyon utterly de- 
teste, so, after her publyke defamatyon, they dare not (to avoyde 
Hambleton) receyve her ageync for fere of revenge: And, there- 
ibre, to avoyde these grete pcrells they suerly entend (so ferre as 
by eny meanes I can discover) to labor a co“posytyon; wherin Ly- 
dyngton was a dealer here; bathe by meanes delte w<the Scottyshe 
Ouene; and wyll allso, I thynk, deale ther; and to tfih-t end I bc- 
leve you shall shortely here of Melvyn* there, who I thynk beThe 
instrument betwene Murrey, Lydyngton, & ther Queue, to worke 
tliis co“posytyon ; wherunto I thynk suerely bothe p^tyesdo cnclyne, 
althowghe dyvcrsly allecTed for pryvate respects. 

'rir Erie of Murrey, and his factyon, work that ther Queue wowld 
nowc wyllyngly surrender to her sonne, after tlie example of Na- 
verre; and procure the confyrmyng of the regency in Murrey; and 
tluTw‘ admytt Hambleton, & his factyon, to place of councell accord- 
yng to ther stats; and to remaync in England herself, w‘ her dowry 
ofk'raunce, wherunto I thynk they wowld also adde a portyon owt 
of Scotland: And yf she wowld agree to this, I thynk they wowld 
not only forbere to toche her in honor, but also dclyver to her 
all maltrs tiiat they have to charge her, and denownce her clere by 

lament; and therw‘ put her in liope, not only to receyve her 
ageync to her royall estate yf her sonne dye, but, also, upon some 
proofe of the forgettyng of her displesuer, to procure in shorte tynic

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lhat she may be restored in her sonne’s life, and he to gyve place to 
her for her lyfe ; and yf she wyll not .surrender, it is thowght Mur- 
rey wylle allowe of her reslytulyon, and abode in England, so as he 
maye co'tyncwe Regent. The Hainb'.ctons seeke lhat llio yonge 
Kyng’s auctorytiS showld be disanullcd; the hurts don on ethe r .syde 
reco'pensed ; and the Quene restored to her crowne, tx. to reinayne 
in Scotland: And yet, in respecte of her inysgov'mncnt, tliey be 
contented that site showld be gov'ned by a councell of the nobylyte 
of that rcahne, to be appoynted here; in w"'' councell ther showld 
be no superior in auctorytd or place appoynted, but that every 
noble man showld hold his place accordyng to his state ; and that 
the Queue’s Ma^' .showld coinponc all dyflerences from tyine to 
tyme, amongjte them. And, to avoyde dyllercnce and percll, ther 
Queue sh^ld have certen howscs of no force; and a porcyon to 
maynteync her estate: And the castells of Edenboroughe, Stor- 
ing, & Dunbarre, and other pryncypall forts of the rcahne, to be 
dclyvered into the hand-s of upryght noble men, that lened to no 
factyon; to be sworne to hold them in .sorte to be prcscrybed ; and 
that the hole nobylyte of Scotland showld swere amyte, and showld 
testy fye the .same under ther hands & scales: And that the Queue’s 
Ma'*’ showld take assurance for pTormance; and have the bryng- 
yng up of the yonge Pryiux* in England, by nobylyte* of England 
or Scotl '.nd, at her appoyntment: And, .so as this might take etlectc, 
I thynk they myght easyly be induced to con.sent ther Queue showld 
also remayne in England, & have her dowiye ol hraunce, and a 
portyon owte of Scotland, to mayiitene her state and her sonne s, in 
places to be appoynted by the Queue’s Ma''. 

Thus do you see howc these ii factyons for ther pryvate cause.s 
tosse betwcnc them the crownc and publyke alliiyers of Scotland, & 
howe Here they be to agree yt ther pryvate cause.s were not;& 
care nether for the mother nor the chyld (as I thynk betorc God) 
but to serve ther ownc turnes. Nether wyll Murrey lyke of eny 
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ILLUSTRATIONS OF BRITISH HISTORY, (ic. 

order wherby be showld not be Regent styled ; nor Hambleton of 
ony order wherby he showld not be as grete, or gretter, in govn- 
mcnt then Murrey: So as llie govnment is presently the matter, 
what so ever they say was heretofore the cause ; and, therefore, it 
wylbc good we forgett not our ifte in this tragedye. 

The opynyon for the tytcll to the Crowne, aftr the deathe of ther 
Qucnc and her sonnc, is dyvcrsly carrycd, as the p'tyes be affected to 
these two factyons. The Hambletons aflyrme the Duke of Cha- 
tylerowe to be the nexte aycr by the lawes : The other factyon saye 
that the yonge Kynge, by his coronatyon, & mother's surrender, is 
ryghtfully invcstal of the Crowne of Scotland; wherby his nexte 
ayer in bloodd is, by the lawes, nexte aycr also to the Crowne; and 
therby the Duke avoyded. The fere of this devyce mi^keth Hamble- 
ton to withstand the Kyng’s tytell for the suerty of his'^wnc, & the 
Regency of Murrey in respecte of his clayme to be Gov" nor, as nexte 
ayer to the Crowne; for w'*’ causes it is lykely Hambleton wyil 
hardely yeld to the on or the other ; and yet Jeames Macgylle,* an 
assured man to Morton, talks w* me secretly of this matter ; and 
(defendyng the ryght of the Erie of Lenoyse' sonne, as nexte ayer 
in bloodd to the younge Kynge) confessed to me that he thowght 
by case it came by the mother it muste retorne by the lawe to the 
mother's syde, w*^’’ was Hambleton; but it wowld put many men 
on liorsback before it were p formed ; wherby you maye see what 
Icadethe in Scotland. Ther is some secret envye betwene Lydyng- 
ton and Macgylle; and, as I thynke, yf they agree not by the way, 
ye shall fyiid Lydyngton holly bent to co"posytyon, & Macgylle, of 
himseUe, otherwayes enclyned: Yf the Ouenes Ma^'" wowld assure 
ther defence ye inayc deale w‘ them bothe as you see cause.

don soon after, accomj)anied by Lcthington, to sue for Elizabeth’s sanction to certain condi- 
tions which Murray had proposed for his own indemnification, in case he should proceed to tl>e 
formal accusation to the Queen ol Scots.

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Thus ferre of that I have gathered by them ; wlicriii, yf tliey do 
not alter, I am sure I do not erre. And now, tochyng my opy- 
nyon of the mattr {not by waye of advyse, but a.s impartyng to you 
what I conceyve) 1 thynkc suerly no eude can be made good for 
England exxepte the p'son of the S. Queue be deteyned, by on 
meanes or otlier, in England. Of the two ends before wrytten I 
thynke the fyrste to be beste in all respects for the Queue’s Ma'% 
yf Mmrey wyll produce suche mattr as the Queue’s Ma'' maye, by 
vertue of her superyoryt<i over Scotland, fynd judycyally the S. 
Queue gylty of the murther of her husband, and tlierw* deteyne lier 
in England at the charges of Scotland, and allow of the crown- 
yng of the yonge Kynge, and Regency of Murrey: Wlierunto y f 
Hamblcton w^l .submytt himself, it were well don, for avoydyng of 
his deixjndgj^cy upon Fraunce, to receyve him, vv‘ provysyon for in- 
demnitye of his tytcll ; and yf he wyll not, then to as.syste Murrey 
“TJj*pseciite him & his adhere'ts, by coTyscatyoii, &c. Yf this wyll 
not falle owt suffycyently (as I dowte it wyll not) to determyne ju- 
dycyally, yf she denye her then suerly 1 thynk it be.ste to pre- 
cede by co'posytyon, w'owle shew of eny meanyng to jjrocede to 
tryall ; and heryn as it shalbe the surest waye for the Q.’ Ma"" to 
procure the S. Queue to surrender, &c. yf that maye be brought to 
pas.se, so, yf she wyll by no meanes be induced to .surrender, and 
wyll not end excepte she may be in some degree restored, then I 
thynk it fete to co'syder theryn these maltrs followyng. 

Fyrste, to provyde for her, and her sonne, to remayne in England 
at the charges of Scotland. 

Secondly, to maynteyne in strengthe and auctoritd Murrey’s fac- 
tyxn, as much as may be, so as they oppresse not unjustly Mam- 
bleton. 

Thyrdcly, to compone the causes betwenc Murrey and Ilamble- 
ton, & thcr adherents ; and to provyde for Ilambleton's indemnytii 
in tlie matter of the tytell, toavoyde his dependency of Fraunce. 
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F'orihely, that tlic Qucnc’s Ma‘® order all dyffercnccs that shall 
arysc in St'ollaiid; &, to that end, have securyte of bothc sydes. 

Fyftely, yf Hainbleton Avyll wyllfully dyscent from order, it is 
better to assysto Murrey in the p'secutyng of Hainbleton by coTys- 
eatyon, althoiighe he flye therfore to Fraunce, then to put Murrey 
eny ^^ayes in percll of wckenyng. 

And, lastly, to foresee that these Scotts on bothe sydes packe not 
together, so as to iinwrappe (under coller of this co^posytyon) ther 
mystres owte of all present slaunders, purge her openly, shewe 
theinselfes satisfyed \v‘ Jier abode here, and, whn shorte tyme aftr, 
ether by reconcy lenient or the deathc of the chyld, joyne together 
to deinaunde of the Queue the delyvery home of there Queue to 
governe lier owne reahne, she also making the lyk <4 requeste ; and 
then the Queue, havyng no juste cause to detcyne her, '‘’be bownd in 
honor to retorne her into her realme, and, for mattrs that this 
tyme shall passe, have her a mortall enemy for ever after.* 'AikI " 
thus, ceassyng to treble you cny further, I wyshe to you as to my- 
.self. From Yorke, the xxii of October, ld6*8.

Mv inoost humble duetle remembred unto yo’ lionorablc good 
L. Yf it were not for my bounden duetie’ sake I wolde be loth to 
wryte, bycause there is so smalle certaynetie in occurrencs; but 
(seeing I am boundc to wryte) it is but smale that I see w' my owne 
eyes that is worthe writing, and therefore I am forced to supplye 
by that I do hcare ; w''’ I write as I hcarc by credeblc rcjiorle, 
otherwyse I sholde not write at all ; and therefore if I do erre it is 
p'donable. Th§ newes is heare that my Lord yo' husband is swornc 
of the I^^^«^^ouncell ; and that the Scoti.shc Queue is on her jorney 
to 'T?fltmiry, something against her will, and shalbc under my Lord's 
custody there.* 

There is an Ambassator come out of the Lowe Countryes from 
the Duke of Alva, who is in custody (as the other is) and is not yet 
p'mitted to say his message; and sithens his arryvall is there iii 
postes come from thence, ii strangers and one Inglishe, whose 1"‘ 
are taken and sente to the Courte, and thei com'itted to cu.stody. j- 

• M'.iry’s remaikublc escape from Lochlcvcn Castle, the decisive buttle of Langsicle, and her 
flight into England, happened within the space of one fortnight. She arrived at Carlisle on the 
i6ih of May, and was soon after waited on, with great respect, by Lord Scioop and Sir Francis 
Knollys, who remained as spies about her person till Eli/aibeth had detei mined how to disjiosc 
of her. At length the unjust expedient of imprisonment was adopted, and on ihe 13th ol July 
she was conducted to Bolton, a house of Lord Scroop^s on the borders of Yorkshire; l)uf, upon 
some distrn.t of that nobleman’s fidelity, was sent to the Earl of Shrewsbury’s seat at Tutbury in 
SlaflbuLhiie, and jdaced under his care. This letter gives us the precise rime of her going thi- 
ther, as doih a succeeding one, of the iQtb of August, of her removal to Sheffield. 

I 'Jb e war that separated the Netherlands from the Crown of Spain began alxmt tins time. 
The Duke of Alva’s wanton severities alfiirded the former an ample jiretext for tlicir intended 
insuneclion, and Elizabeth, who had assisted them privately with money, gladly seized this op- 
portunity of weakening her great rival, under the cloak of her regard to the Piotcstant religion. 
The Court of Spain, already jealous of her interference, was provoked to open resentment by the

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The reporte is that the Duke of Alva hatlie, for the lackc of iTKHiy, 
disarmed the inoost p'te of his army ;■ and thei be not payedc for 
that is paste; but robbethe, and stcleth, and much molestethe the 
contrye : And, being divers garisons at Mastricke of the Wallons, 
the Duke sent to discharge them, and sent Spaniardes in their places ; 
who hathe shutte the gates of the Spaniardes, and refuseth to de- 
lyver the townc before thei be payed theyr due. The saing is tlmt 
now the new King of Sweden and the King of Denmarke being 
frendes, thei have set out the Duke of Holst, w‘ a good power of 
suche soldiers, bothe horsemen and footemen, as thei may well spare 
in bothe their realmes in time of peace, to the number of vi“ horse- 
men, and xx** footemen, to ayde the Prince of Orange; whiche is 
allinned by suche credible p’sens as comethe from thetins. I do heare 
that Gorge is com out of Hungary; and, passin^l^y 
was taken prisoner, and put to his ransome, if it fawle ouN^^^e, 
M' Arther Hall* is also returned from Constantinople. 

In Fraunce there is greate sturre to let the Prince of Cond(^f to 
joyne witli the Prince of Orange so that the King devydeth his 


fol]<nvlng circumstance. Some Italian merchants there had projected a scheme for establishing 
a bank in the Low Countries, and for that purpose had embarked a great quantity of specie in 
certain Sj)iinish vessels, which, being attw^ed by a French squadron, took refuge in our ports. 
The S))anish Ambassador claimed tlic money in the name of his master, but the Queen, finding 
it to be private property, locked it up, and offered security for its repayment to the riglit owners ; 
ijpon which the ports of Spain and the Netherlands were immediately shut against our ships, 
and a kind of piratical war was carried on for some months.

The King is much trobeled in ’pointing his Generali 
against the Prince of Orange ; for the Duke of Alva ofFereth the 
King great ayde and frendshipp if he will make Duke Domale J his 
Generali, and the nn Marshalles ofFraunce doth resist it; inso- 
much as Mons' Momerancy,§ the chife of the iiii, standeth upon his 
garde in the Duke of Anjoy's campej and Damvile, his brother, ano- 
ther of the mi, standeth of his garde in the Kinge's cainpc (who be 
right ought to have the leading of the army, but, by cause thei be 
cosen germans to the Admiral!, thei be mistred, and denycd the 
place) w'*’ semethe to be no small discontente to the King. There 
came a p^^out ofFraunce of Saterday last, and another of Mun- 
day, juid^other of Wedinsday ; by him of Saterday, it is reported he 
broughte worde that the Prince of Condd had sente the Greate M' 
of the Horse to the King w‘ this message, and covenantes of peace ; 
tliat is to say, yf lie wolde deliver his, mother into their handes ; to 
banishc the howsc of Guyse quyte out of Fraunce ; and to p'lnittc 
and populisli through the dominions of all Fraunce the religion, etc. 
on this condition he was contented to harken to peace ; for that he 
is, and ever hath bin, more inclined to peace than to warr, if he colde 
by any reasonable’ meancs optayne it (w*** hitherto he colde never 
optayne) for he never was desirous to revenge any private injuryes, 
or at this p'sent requirethe, but Gode^s quarrel!, and the publike 
wclthe; and, therefore, if the King refuse this offer of peace, he w ill.

ther utter spoilc ; for the iniquitie of that caterpiller IHs father can- 
not be chosen but to lighte of his issue; for yf my Lord^iry w‘ 
him his L. must maintayne all the wronges that he hathe comlttecl: 
for that he hathe orderly and justly gotten is a smallc porsion for 
suche a noble lady, seing he is not lyke to encreace it by neythcr 
])oHicy, wit, nor vertue, nor any other good qualitie, but only by 
fortune, which is but a smalle certaynetie to truste unto. 

I heare M"" Haynes dothe u^ me frendly in very good wordes to 
my frendes; it is for yo" L.' ^ke, and therefore I trust your L. will 
not forget him w‘ yo' thankes,* as occasion may fe^rve. And so eft- 
sons Jesus p“serve you, and send my coseh Fraunces a good hower, 
and yo’^ honor a glad grandmother.

.Z!!!. untill y* Quene had receaved answ* out of Scotland ; and 

" now, yesterday, cam Sandy Bogg ; wheruppcT y® B. hath hadd large 

talk w‘ the Q.' Ma^y yesternight. As concerning y® resort of S' 
Jhon Zouclie, for matters of y' contr6, to your L. I doo not tliynk 
but he may repayr, and coTerr w‘ yo' L. But the Q.' Ma^y hath of 
late sayd in the matter wherin she was offended w* Seipar and Rol- 
ston, that she had (barged yow to suffer no p'son being a stranger 
to come to y® p^scnce and speche of y‘ Quene. Wheruppon I sayd

The latter assertion, 
though founded on a fact, seems to h(ave led to a mistake in the former ; for the word Apothe- 
cary, from the Greek, AwoSw,), Repositorium, is applicable to any shopkeeper, or warehouse- 
man, and was probably once used in that geneial sense: It seems however to have been con- 
founded, by a modern corruption, with the very apt term Poticary, or Potecar ( see papers of 
March and April 4, 1^53 ; and of Jan. 3.s, 1581, now only in use among the com- 
mon people; which, being no doubt derived from noT«;i(^«, adhibco, might very properly signify 
the person who applied, or administered, the medicines ordered by the physician.

* Tlie Earl of Northuiubcrland ( iee No. XL!, in tbc last reign J one of the latel>- 
!.ii])jirtssed insurgents in the North, fled into Scotland immediately after their defeat, and 
was now in a sort of captivity at Lochlcven Castle. We here find Murray, whose chai^cter 
with the worst kind of ambition certainly united many noble qualities, artftilly evading Eli- 
zabetli’s ungenerous demand of the surrender of his prisoner. Murray, however, was assas- 
sinated three days after the date of this letter; and Northumberland was basely sold to Lord 
Huiisdon in 1572, by the Regent Morton, who had formerly received great favours tVom him; 
and was bot*n after beheaded at York. 

t Dunbarton Castle, a fortress deemed impregnable, which had been held for Mikiy ever 
-since the beginning of the civil wars. It was taken by surprise early ui the next year,, by a 
Lapt.iin Crawford, of Jordan Hill, whobc admirable conduct in the exploit is related at length 
by Doctor Rijbertson. 

J Sir Henry Gate, or Gates, Knight, a member of the Council in the North; tlurd son of 
Sir Geoffrey Gate, of Highestre, and other places in Essex, where the family had great landed 
property, by Elizabeth, daughter of .Sir William Ciopton. He married Lucy, daughter of Tho- 
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Lord HUNSDON to the Earl 0/ SUSSEX.

the Gates of Buttercrambe, in Yorkshire ; John j and Henry, who, marrying" Elizabeth, daugh> 
ter of Nicholas Robertson, of Boston in Lincolnshire, settled at Gosberton, in that county* Sir 
Heniy Gate was taken prisoner with Lady Jane Grey's unfortunate adliercnts in the beginning 
of the preceding reign ; and, after the execution of his elder hrothei , Sir John, who the Duke of 
Northumberland accused as the projector of their wild enterprize, obtained a pardon, and retir- 
ed to Seymer, in the North Riding of Yorkshire, whcie he bad acquired a considerable estate. 
He was living in 1577, 

§ Sir William Drury, Knight, eldest son of Sir Robert Drury, of Edgerly in Buckingham- 
fchiic (descended from an ancient family at Halstead in Suffolk) by Elizabeth, daughter and sole 
heir of Edmund Brndcnel. This genrlemaii, who had served almost from his childhood in tlie 
French wars of the three preceding reigns, was reputed a person of the strictest rectitude of pri- 
vate conduct, as well as a brave and active soldier. He had lately been appinted Marshal of 
Berwick ; and it appears from this letter, for it i?» not mentioned in bistoiy, thal he was at this 
time joined with Sir Henry Gate in a sort of embassy to the Regent Murray. In the following 
springhe led a powerful body of troo]>s into Scotland, to the assistance of what was called rlie 
King's party, and opened the way for the Earl of Lennox’s return, and election to the vacant 
regency; and in 1573, commanded the English forces at thcaiege of Edinburgh Castle. The 
civil wars being concluded by the reduction of that fortress, he was removed to Ireland, aiid in 
1575 was appointed President of Munster, his excellent conduct in which oftire is the subject 
of many letters from Sir Henry Sydney, in Collins’s collection. He succeeded that gentleman 
in the post of Lord Deputy, and died at Waterford, in October, 1579, within one year after his 
appointment. Sir William Drury married Margaret, daughter of Thomas Lord Wentwortli, 
and widow of John, the last Lord Williams of Thame, and had issue by her three daughters; 
Jane, married to Sir Richard Chetwode, of Okibrdshirc, Knight; Elizabeth, who died immar- 
ried ; and Anne, wife of Robert Hartwell, of in the county of Northampton. 

Fuller, with his usual inaccuracy, tells us that Sir W.D. died in 1598, alitl leads Lloyd into 
the same mistake.

For this towne, the garrison of footemen is onlye ,500 ; wherof ma- 
nie old men, and manie mayined in service, and therby habell not to 
travaile anie whither : The horsemen are but iiii**,.wherof not in” 
scrvisable; the reste being olde, and impotent. For the Wardenrie, 

I ame suer can not make ccc horse, so as what ayde can be had from 
hence lett them judge; and for the other Wardenries, yo^ L. hathe 
had the triall what force they are of; and this I assure yo'' L: that I 
wolde not willingly serve where I shalbe dreven to Iruste to anie 
companes of anie borderers in these matters, and especially of anie of 
Northumberland, or of Tindall, or of Higdalle; for I find the whole 
centric, saving a verie few^e, more addicted to the rebells then to her 
Ma'S as farre as they dare. I knowe not what opinion the counsel!

unfortunate Queen Anne. Elizabeth, who seems to have been sincerely attached to tins gen- 
tleman, her near relation, and a person of the most unblemished integrity, created him Baron of 
Hunsdon in Hertfordshire, and gave him the noble mansion Hunsdon House, with its large de- 
mesne, in the first year of her reign. He was soon after appointed a Knight of the Garter, 
Captain of the Band of Pensioners, and a Privy Counsellor; and in 1567 was raised to the im- 
j)ortant posts of Warden of the East Mardies, and Governor of Berwick, with the garrison bc- 
longing to which he performed the most essential services in the course of this rebellious year, 
1569; first, by assisting Sussex against the Earls of Westmoreland and Northumberland, and 
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The Earl of SUSSEX to Sir WILL,iAivi 

CECIL I RFXEivED this cvcning, at my lighting here, from my L» 
of Hunsdon, and therw*** a from S' Henrie Gate, coppies of 
, botlie \v'^ I send you enclosed. I received also here n h®* from yO; 
the one by my cosen Knevetfs servant, the other by M' Stanhop's 
servante: By the first, I p^ceive the Q.' Ma’® hathe ‘granted the cus- 
todie of the goods and lands of Edwarde Dacres to my cosen Knevet, 
the custodie wherof I had long before granted to my cosen George 
Carey ; and, if her Ma^® shall comTand liim to deliver over to my 
cosen Knevett, he is to obey to her Ma^®'* pleasure : He hath senUtwise 
into Cumberlande for this matter, and I findc that Edward Dacres 
hathe made stats and deds of gifte, Sadler and I have paused ; 


afterwards by subduing, with his own troops only, the insurgents under Leonard Dacre. Hav- 
ing renmined nearly twenty years on the borders, he was at length constituted Wat den of all 
the Marches, and soon after succeeded the Earl of Lincoln as Lord Chamberlain of the House- 
hold, continuing, however, to hold his military offices. He was pitched upon by Elizabeth for 
the delicate task of pacifying the King of Scots for the death of his mother; in which he suc- 
ceeded beyond expectation, tor he was a bad politician, a worse courtier, and a man totally illite- 
rate; but it is said that James, whose title to the succession he was well known to favour, had a 
personal esteem for him. This was the last important circumstance of his public life, unless his 
commanding the Queen’s army in the camp at Tilbury may be mentioned as such. He died at 
Somerset House, July 23, 1596, aged 71, and was buried in Westminster Abbey, where a superb 
monument remains to his memory. 

Lord Huiisdonmurried Anne, daughter of Sir Thomas Morgan, Knight, and left issue four 
sons, and three daughters; Sir George, who will be hereafter mentioned; Sir John; Sir Ed- 
mund, whose line failed in the last Lord Hunsdon, about twenty-five years since; and Sir Ro- 
bert, afterwards created Lord Lepington, and Earl of Monmouth: The daughters were, Ca- 
therine, wile of Charles Howard Earl of Nottingham; Philadelphia, married to Thomas, Lord 
Scropc ul Bolton ; and Maigaret, to Sir Edward Hoby, Knight.

The Earl of SUSSEX io Sir WILLIAM CECIL, 

Sir, 

I RECEIVED yesternight h*‘ of the xxi"- ; and, p'ceiving thcr- 
by yo' desire to heare of some revenge made against the false Scotts, 
I have sent you a note of the whole jorney, wherby you shall see ther 
hath bene no slacknes to satisfie (as so shortc a tyme wold p'mitt) 
yo'^ expectacontherin ; And if great folly had not bene in the cari- 
eng away of the draught horses, I think the jorney had bene well 
knitt upp in th’ ende by the taking of Hume Casu-ll ;* w^'', being 
by that accident deferred at that tyme, shalbe, I trust, cxctpiuted to 
morow, or on Thursday. The L. of Ceftbrde, all his fiends pro- 
fesse obediens to the King, & oftercth all .servis that way ; and all 
the p'ncipall gentlemen of the Marshe depend on that .side, and have 
in these matters refused Hume, so as he was not liable when I was in 
Tividale to assemble c horse; and I am given to understand (w*'*' I 
cannot warrant) that Buckleugh, who hath married the Earle of 
Angwi.sh' sister, will, by the Earl Morton's p'eureinS tome on that 
syde after all his losse.s, so as he may be assured of the Quene's 
Ma*'* favor from henceforth. 

You sec what packing ther is in Scotland by Lidington’s dcvi.ses, 
who doth plainly give it owt that o' Queine is resolved to restore liis 
M'*, and hath procured this assembly, and the Frenchc messinger, 
to make her Ma'^ afrayed : His speaches be that if they will but make 
a shew'e her Ma" will yelde; w‘'' he deliv'ereth w' sucli words as

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be uiifitt for him to speak or me to write, if I sliall beleve that 
is eleJived by suche as have aiwayes delt bona fide in these matters. 
He warranteth Iiis speaches upon intelligence from thence, but I 
knowe not from wIkdiu. It appereth ther be many that attect still 
tlie King^s gov”!!!', many that for feare of the Queine s slacknes 
in defence be revolted; so as if slic lack a sufficient p"tie the fault is 
in her self; and if slic will have one, it must be had with more 
chardge tlien it might have bene had before. Morton and his 
faccon saye that if her Ma^*'" .will presently enter into publique 
maintencce of ther King's authority, and send money to entertaine 
M soldiers of ther ovvnc for 3 moncthes, and comand the forces here 
to aide them for that tyme, they w ill bring all Scotland in effect to 
obey tliat authority ; take^ w^‘‘ the assistance of the force here, all 
sti engtlies that may receave strandgers; banish such as shall refuse 
to obey to that authority, or make them unhable to levy force; & 
rawse all Scotland to yelde justice to England w‘'' out the Oueine's 
chardge; and be liable to gov me the realnic after by ther owne 
powers, so long as no forcin power shall enter; and if any forein 
power enter, they w ill spend ther lives, and all they have, to joyne 
w such aide as her shall give them to expell them. 

'Hie tyme passetli away, and therefore it were good her Ma‘® 
wolde resolve what she will do;* for as if she will restore the S. Q. 
it were no good policie for to have me shewe countenance on the 
other side, so, if she will maintein the other side, and coinand 
me to join them, I will, w'** allowance of in*" cariage horses, 
make all men w"''in xxx myles of the borders to obey to that 
authority, or I will not leave a stone howse for any of them to 
slcepc in in suerty that shall refuse ; and if her Ma'*" comand me 
to passe iurther, I will, vv'** the helpe of Morton, deliw the castell of 

tli/abcth, whose irrcsolulioji at this period was certainly unafFected, appears to have de- 
uded in favour of the King's party within a few weeks after; though she made no public dc- 
Jajation of her scnlinienls till October in the following year. 
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Edenburgli, or any other in Scotland, to the liands of any in .Scot- 
land whom Morton, w''' her Ma*’* consent, shall appoint to receive 
them. 'I'liese matters have too long slept ; it is time now to wake; 
and, therefore, good M" Secretary, sownd the Qiieane's myndo fully; 
and, if she intend to restore the S. Q. advise her to do it in conve- 
nient sorte, and stilfor me not to putt my finger in the fire vv"’out 
cawse, and her to be drawen into it by such degrees as bo nether 
honable nor sure ; and if she will sett upp th' other side, and make 
open shewe therof, let her com'and what she will, and it shalbc don, 
or I will lye by it. Scotland p'happs is in greater feare of this 
Mnale company, well chosen and appointed, then it hath bene of a 
farre greater force in otlicr tymes, not so well a])pointed ; and, there- 
fore, it may do more at this present, (if Scotland see the Queue be 
resolutely determyned) then I will wryte, becawse I have the 
chardge of it. 

I will treble you no longer. You see how by degrees o'" M" 
fleeth from her suerty ; and that many of us care so moche for the 
state to come as we putt the present in jjcrill ; Doo, therefore, good 
M' Secretary, what ye may to bring her Ma"’ to some resolucon, 
and yo"^ freind to knowe what he .shall doo w“’ suerty ; and use this 
letter as yo' freind's letter, who would use you as himself. Eroiu 
Barwike, xxv'“ Aprilis, 1570.

Right hoiiable, and my moste especiall good Lord, 

_ FonA.<;ML'cHE a.s I wolde not be forgettfull of iny deutie to yo' 
Lordsliip, I have thought good to troble you with these my letters; 
advtising yo' Honor the hole discourse of 0 ' enterprises here dofin 
sylliens 0 ' coming into these partis.* First, my Lord I.e 
cd with my Lord Hunsdon, and 

hundreth armed pykes and tow 
from Wark, the xvii"' of April!, intred into the 
realme of Scottlande ; and did burne and spoyle all alonge the ry- 
vcr of Rowle, and the water of Calc, and camped that night at 
Gedworth. The next morning he marched to Fernehurst,'t- and 
overthrew it ; and so burned and spoyled all along the ryver of Ty- 
vyctt; and so to Hawick,;*: and burned and spoyled it. The next 


* This curious ancient gazette contains a journal of the furious inroad made by Sussex, 
called here the Lord Lieutenant, jind Hunsdon, in 1570 (see the List letter ). The pretence 
for this expedition tvas tlic chastisement of the clans of Carre, or Ker, and Scot, which had 
committal some dejiredatlons on the English borders; but tlie true motive was to awe 
the tew remaining friends of Maiy, and to prevent them from uniting while the Regency re- 
mained vacant. Eli.^.abeili issued a proclamation upon this occa.sion, declaring her inviolable 
fncndshij, 10 the Scottisl, nation, but setting forth the necessity of punishing some particular 
olFi ndti s ; and this was repeatedly read at the head of an army wliich was then employed in de- 
solaiitig the ca.st and west borders. The circumstances which attended this invasion have 
escaped tlic notice of historians: Even Camden, who lived at the time, makes no mention of 
•o horrible and uncommon a spoil.

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day he overthrew tlie strong howsc of the Lorde of Burclcughe, 
called Brencksome;* and from thense to Bcdrowell, a house of S' 
Andrew Trumble, and overthrew it ; with dyvors other notable 
towers and diowses all alonge those ryvers aforenamed: Tlie next 
night wc retired to Gedworth, where we camped againo. The next 
mornyng we dislodged and burnt all the euntre alonge the ryver of 
Bowbanck, and burnt and .spoyled the hole euntre as wc marched ; 
and came back that night to Kelsay. The noinbr of tlie townes 
and villages, by estimacon, was above fyve hundreth ; the terhor of 
the whiche caused the reste of the euntre to cume and offer their 
submission to my Lord Levetentite, with all the frendshipp and ser- 
vice they cold do to hyra and to hys ; and so we relyred ourselves 
back againe for that tyme ; so that wc rested o'selves thro or fower 
dales. The xxvn‘'‘ day, my Lord Levctetfnte being at Warke, ac- 
companid withe the hole bandes of fotemen, and one thousande 
horse, withe thre batterio pca's and tow sacris, went to the sege of 
Home,'f where he planted his batterie ; where, within twelve hoiires 
after the batterie was planted, the castle was surrendred to hym sym- 
plie, being within yt tow hundreth and fortie souldiours ; so the 
souldiours dep'ted owt of yt in there hose and dobletts: Sucrly, my 
Lorde, yf I had had the charge with fyftie souldiours, I woldc have 
thought me worthic to have bene hanged, drawne, and c^uartred, yf 
I had dclyvered yt within the moneth .st'ge : My Lorde hath ap- 
poynted M' Wood his bande, and M' Pykeman his hand, tow of 
the bandes of Barwick, to have the kepyng of yt; and so my Lord 
retyred back againe to Barwick, to refresh hymselfe and liis com- 
panye.

'"il ’at Nor^ichc; and, as / do heare credebly, that ApeJJyerde, 
T/irona-inorton, Jtcdnmn, and an other, is condemned to be hanged, 
Jnn> en. and <jnarten d; and Hobert, and 1/ moo, be condemned tO 
pcrpctiiall imprisoiicineiit, w' the losse of all their goodes and landes 
during their lives: The ini condemned for high trc^on, and th 
other for rcconsilement * Thci werecharged of thies iiii pointes: 
The distruction of the Oiiencs ifson; the imprisonment. of my Lord 
Kepor, my Lord of Lccester, and Secretary Cicell; the setting at 
libertic out of the Towar the Duke of Norfolke ; and the banishe- 
ment of all strangers; and it fell out in their exammation that thei 
wolcle have imprisoned Christopher Haydon, and S' Wilfm 
Buttes, the Queue's Levetennts. None of them colde excuse them 
sidfs of any of the ifii pointes, saving Appellyerde said that he ment 
nothing towardes the Queue’s p~son; for that he ment to have 
had them to a bankete, and to have betrayed them all, and have 
wonne credite thereby \v' the Queue. Througmorton was mute, 
and wolde say nothing till lie was condemned, whe^^th^n said, 
Thei be full merry now that wilbe as sory w‘in thies fewe dayes/' 

M' Bell was atturney for M' Gerrarde, lie being one of the Judges ; 
and M' Bell alleged against Appelyerde that he was consenting 
to the treason before; alleging one Parker’s wordes, that was

'I'liis foiispiiMcy, as it was ciiishcd in the beginning, is not much noticed by historians. Cam- 
den informs us that the design as owed by the rebels was to banish from the realm the wretclied 
Nctherlandcrs, who had fled hithor to avoid the Duke cf Alva’s tyranny, but that their real in- 
tention was to Set at libeily the Duke of Norfolk, who had bec*n for some months a prisoner in 
the Towt r.

(ju MU I s were tlie more to be dreaded. 1 lie parties named here were mostly private gentlemen 
ot Noifolk. 
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brought p'voner w‘ Doctor Story out of Fla'ders, that Parker harde 
of the treason before Nallard cam over to the Duke of Alva: And 
there stode one Bacon by that hard Parker say so: My Lord of- 
fered a booke to Bacon for to swcare; “ O, my Lord," saythc Ap- 
pelyerde, “ wUl ym cond^e me of his othe, that is registered for a 
knave in the Booke of Marters." 

Thci had set out a prodamation, and had iiii provisics; one was 
touching the wantenes of the Court, and tlf other touching this 
lande to be quonquered by the Scottes; and ii moo that I can'ot 
ranaber. There tvas meny in treble for speaking of seditious 
wordes. Thonuis &cell* sayd that the Duke of Norfolke was not 
of that religion as he was accompted to be; and tliat his cosen Siccll 
was the Queue's darling, who was the cause of the Duke of Nor- 
folke’s imprisoneraent, w* suche lyke ; who is put of to tite next 
assyse. Anthony Midclton said, “ My Lord Morley is gonne to 
“ set the Dulte of Alrainto Yo'mouthe, and if Will m Kete had not 
“ accused me, Througmorton, and the reste, we had had a hote har- 
vest ; but if the Duke of Norfolke be aly ve thei all ilare not put 
** them to deathe." Medcalfe said that he wolde helpe the Duke of 
Alva into Yermouthe, and to washe his handes in the Protestantes' 
bloud. Marshame said that my Lord of Lecester had ii childenie 
by the Quene ; and for that he is condemned to lowse bothe his 
eares, or ells pay a c‘‘ presently. Chipline said he ho]>ed to see the 
Duke of Norfolke to be King before Mihelmas next ; who dothe in- 
terprete tliat he ment, not to be King of England, but to bo King of 
Scotland. 

M' Bell and M'^ Sollicitor said bothe to this effect to the prisoners 
—“ What mad fellowes were ye, being all rMigk Papistes, to make

Queue is mynded to imprison him for. his contenjpjte.’' Dooto 
Story is at M" Archdeacon Wattes" , howse, in. tustody, besides 
Povvles. Tliurlby, late Bushopp of Ely, dyed this last wx*ke at 
Lainbethc. . 

The Spanyshe Queue is arryvetl in the Low Countries, and will 
imbark as sowne as may be: The Emp'or ^ setting forvi^ard his 
otlier doughter^ towardes Mettes, to be maryed tO /the Frenche 
King. It is written, by of the xxviiU^’ of the last, from Venice, 
that the Turke hathe landed in Ciprus a c“ men or tnoo; and bathe 
besiged the ii great cities w*in that kingdome, Nicosia and Kama- 
gosta. At one assalt at Famagosta tliei lost/xn“ men j upon the 
w^‘‘ repulse the Beharbeyf of Nattolia, the Generali cf the Turkeys 
army, writte to the Greate Turke his M' that he thoughte it was 
unvincible: Heaunswered that if thei did not Wynne itW theicame, 
thei sholde .be j)ut to the swordc at their returnc home. The Ttirfce 
bathe sent an other army by land, against the VS^ietiaiis into Dall- 
matia, and are besiging of Zara wV.xx“ footemen and xx** hor^- 
men, and divers townes thei have taken, as Spalatro, Elisa, Eleba, 
and Nona, great spoile and bloudshede ; and it is writen that the 
Turke's severall armies be above two hundrethc thousande men 
against the Venetians. The men.first sent bythe Venetians fell so into 
diseases by the waye as they were fayne to p“pare new.men, 
is thoughte will hardly come to do any good in Ciprus: A man 
may see what accompte is to be made of thies worldlye thii^es^ as 
to see in a smale tyme tlie thirde state of Christendome in

Now for the removing of y‘ Ouene, hir Ma^y sayd at the first that 
she trusted so to make an end in short tyme y^ your L. shuld be 
shortly acifted of hir; nevertheless, when I told hir Ma*y that yoW 
cold not long indurc your howshold there, for lack of fewell and 
other thyngs, and y‘ I thought Tutbury not so fitt a place as it was 
suppo.sed, but y‘ Shefield was y® metest, hir Ma'y sayd she wold 
thynk of it, and whn few dayes gyve me knolledg: Only I sec hir 
Ma'y loth to have y^ Q to be often removed, supposyng that ther- 
by she cometh to new acqueyntance ; but to that I sayd yo" L. cold 
remove hir w'out callyng any to yow but your owne. Uppon mo- 
tio' made by me, at the B. of Rosse’s request, the Q/ Ma‘y is pleased 
y' your L. shall, whan yow see tymes mete, suffer y^ Quene to take 
y® ayre about your howss on horssback, so your L. be in copany ; 
and therein I am sure your L. will have good respect to your owne 
company, to be suer and trusty; and not to pass fro" your howss 
above one or twoo myle, except it be on y® moores; for I never 
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feare any other practise of strangers as long as ther be no corruptio" 
amongst your owne. And thus I hubly take my leave of your L. 
and my Lady, to whom my wifFe hath wrytten to gyve hir thanks 
for certen tokens, wherof I understoode nothyng before she told me 
of them ; and sorry I am my Lady shold have bestowed such thyngs 
as my wiff ca'not reco'pe'ce as she wold, but w'** hir harty good will 
and s’rvicc, w"’’ shall allweise be redy, to hir power and myne also; 
assuryng your self that to my uttermost I will be to your L. and to 
my Lady as suer in good will as any poorc frend yow have. 

I wish y‘ I might here of Hall's* apprehension, for y*" Q.’ Ma'^ 
most ernestly desyreth to have hym had ; and if he be not, I beseclie 
yovir L. use all the good mcanes yow ca' possibly. I liubly thank 
your L. for y‘ venison pastyes y I have receavctl of M' Knyveton, 
your serv‘.

I think your L. hath hard how my L. of Worcester in going over 
to Bologne was robbed by pirats, hard by Bologne. In Fraunce he 
was highly enterteigned, and the child named Marie Elizabeth,* tlV ^

this day my Lord wilbe at Dover. On Sonday last, upon the

The Empress, Q^en Elizabeth, and the Duke of Savoy were her 
sureties ; the Queen being represented by William Somerset, Earl of Worcester, who carried 
with him, as a present, a font of pure gold, worth above loool. The pirates here mentioned 
were protestants ; French and Netherlander* : Their principal object was to seize the Earl, and 
so to prevent the compliment which was the occasion of his' visit to the Court of France. 

f The Castle o^ Edinburgh was at this time besieged by the Earl of M^orton, now Regent, 
who lay atJLeith.

• Sir Thomas Smith, Knight, one of the principal secretaries. He was born at Saffron 
Walden, in Essex, the son of John Smith, by Agnes, daughter of Charnocke, of 

Lancashire. Having been educated at Qijeen’s CoUege in Cambridge', he was sent into Italy at 
the public expence, according to the laudable custom of that time, and upon his return was 
made Greek Professor, and Orator of the University; and, afterwards, Professor of Civil Law. 
In the reign ot Edward VI. he acquired the favour of the Protector, who appointed him one of 
the King’s Secretaries, Steward of the Stannerics, Dean of Carlisle, and Provost of Eton ; but 
Mary, who never looked fbr merit but in religious zeal, deprived him of these offices, giving him, 
however, a pension for his life of lool. per annum, upon condition that lie should not quit the 
island. ^ EUzai^th restored him to the place of Secretary; chose him to assist her Committee of 
Divines in dtering the Liturgy, and afterwards employed him in several embassies, wliich he per- 
formed with great credit. He was a very learned man for those days, and so fond of the study^of 
languages, that in the midst of his political engagements he found time to compose some ‘tracts' 
on the Greek .and English, and made a wild attempt to alter the alphabet and orthography of 
the latter, which fortunately proved unsuccessful. He wrote likewise on the Commonwealth of 
England, and on Parliaments; and was an eminent patron of literary bodies; of which the ani-

ship with the King of Navarre, and if is probable that their disagreement at this time was owiiog 
to that Prince’s l itc mirriagc with Margaret of Valois, whom the Duke alio loved. 
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and betwen Mons' and the Kinge of Navarra ; for he Imth 
caried him the league that was made against Mons', whcrbic he 
maie knowe what hath ben devised against him. 

Tliere is a secreate reporte, and that very constantlie affirmed by 
men of credit, that a daie or two before the Kinge of Navarra dep'tcd, 
yt happened the Duke of Guyse and him to plaie at dice, uppon a 
very smooth boarde, in the Kinge’s cabinet; and that, after tliey had 
done, there appeared suddenlie upon the boarde certaine great and 
rounds droppes of blood that astonied them merveilonslic, findinge 
noe cause hi the world^f the blood, but, asyt weare, a very p'digy. 

Biron* is retourned from Mons'; his reporte is that Mons' is con- 
tent to stand to his agp'eement for his p'te, but when Biron came 
from Monsf. the*dep'ture of the Kinge of Navarra was not knowen. 
There is a new device to delyv' Mons' Moulins, and Dezice, a town 
nppon the ryv' of Loyre* a litle above Nevers, w'** hath a bridge 
to passe the Loyre; and Biron is dispatched backc againe to Mons' 
to delyv' him those townes: It is said that the Duke of Nevers, -f- 
being® moved by Queene Mother to delyv' Mons' that towne, should 
answeare that yt shuld nev' be said of him that he would render 
any of the Kinge's townes to any rebell; and that theruppon Q. 
Mother should geve him the lie, & tell him that he should well 
know that her sonne was no rehell; and that he, and other who 
sliould put that o{»nion in the Kinge's head against his brother, 
should repent yt ; with many other great threateninge words. 

BellievreJ is retourned from the Prince of Condaie; and as he 
went w'^ nothinge but words, so liath he brought nothingc w''* him

burgh with a fmnncsswhich would have done honour to ancient heroism, and his assailants must 
have raised tlte siege, had they not been assisted by Elizabeth, in direct violation of her treaty 
wirlt Franco : This fortress was at last forced to capitulate* as hath been before related ; and the 
unhappy M try, wlto had been lately declared guilty of high treason, and excluded from the suc- 
cession to the Crown of England, by the Parliament, now remained without one useful friend in 
hor own dominions. The progress of the Reformation, to which this letter particularly relates,, 
was not impeded by the death of Knox, in 1572; but the Scots, in their eagerness to avoid Po- 
pe ly, fell into Calvinism. The first blow was struck at Episcopacy a few weeks before his de- 
parture, and the idea of providing a maintenance for the clergy, which should be independent of 
government, was suggested by the rapacity of Morton, who had appropriated to himself the re-. 
vLiiucs ot an Archbishopric. Repeated practices of this kind rendered the Regent unpopular. 
I'he I'- irls of Argyle and Athol, armed with the express orders of the King, a child of twelve 
years oUl, demanded his resigi\ation. He complied, with seeming unconcern, and retired to his 
C()untry seat ; but within two months, having gained the family of Erskine to his party, made 
liiinstlf again master of the King’s person, and resumed his former authority. New disorders 
now arose ; the two Earls above mentioned appeared in the field, and Morton marched with an 
aimy to opj)o>e them. A treaty, Itowcver, was concluded, under Elizabeth's direction, and an 
apparent leconclliation followed, but the suddeti death of Athol, after a feast to which he had 
been invited by the Regent, afforded grounds for fresh suspicions. The barbarous proscription 
of the ilhistrious house of Hamilton proved that these jealousies were too well founded, aiKl com- 
pleted the odium which Morton’s government had so justly merited : The people, tired of re- 
gem ics, turned their eyes towards their youthfiil Monarch, who, on his part, was far fix)m being 
insensible of tiu dignity of his situation : At length, Morton seeming to approve of a measure 
which he could no longer with decency or safety resist, James met his Parliament, and assumed 
the ^cvciv ign powi r in the end of the year 1579.

• John Mcy. This Prelate was probably of very low extraction, and we have little infoi- 
maUotrof his life or character, except that he was a person of a mean and avaricious disposition, 
a report which certain passages in his letters seem to justify. He was chosen Master of Ca- 
tliarine Hall in Cambridge in 1560; Vice-chancellor of tliat University in 1570; .ind, on the 

29th of September, 1577, was consecrated Bishop of Carlisle; which last promotion he ap- 
pears to have owed entirely to the interest of the Earl of Shrewsbury. He died at the Rose 
Castle, February 15, 15971 probably of the plague, with which Carlidc and its iieighbour- 
'hoodwere then terribly visited, for he was buried within a few hours after his decease.

dowted.tlmt the messenger sent from -M^ 
comyng from MonsS was not comOftOf yo'i '^before 
yng from tlie Corte. The substance of his speche eoni^fited .npeii' 
two partes; the one, that Mons' deke w*** suche siiicwytd-in 
inattr of the marryage as it rested in yo' Ma“ tOvdyrapte of him? 
therin as show Id please yourself; the other, that he wowld be dy« . 
rccted by yo' Ma" in his actyons in the Lowe Contryea j ht^yr^- 
that in bothc these yo' Ma'' wowld have suche respecte to his hmKW 
& stale 5is tlie gret affectyon w'’’ he bare to yo’ parsone did deserve. 
He made a longe dyscorse of the hard dealyngs that had bene dy vers 
tymes usetl towards Mons' in Fraunce ; & of the jealousyes that frpm 
tyme to tyrae were put into the heads of his mother, & brother, by . 
p'sonagcs of greate qualyt6, that sowght ther owne gretenes by his . 
hynderaiuice : He also deaiared that Mons' by these occasyons was . 
necessary ly deteyned from shewytig himself to be himself; but, be- 
yng nowe in free place, & at his full lybertye, he wowld make hi* 
valewe & resolute mynde knowen to all the wordell : & so co'cluded 
howe necessary it was for him to seke gretnes abrode, to co’tynew. 
therby his gretnes & suerty at home; and therfore was come into 
the Lo^te Contryes to be dyrected holly by yo' Ma“, wher he myght 
rcceyvc, & followe yo' dyrectyons, w‘'’owte the staye or lette of eny 
other p'sone, w*** lie wowld do w'^ as greate synceryt6 as cowld be 
requyred. He did not dyrectly saye that Mons' looked to be made 
greate, ether by his marryage w'*’ you, or by his actyons in the 
l,owe Contreyes, but suerly his hole dyscourse was oftentymesin- 
termyngled w'** suche speches as I myght sertenly gather that? Mon- > 
syer’s meanyng was to be greate by the one of these meanes, or by' ' 
bothe ; & that it were a dyshonor to him,- and a perryll, totlacke 
bothe, & so rcturne home worsse then he came Cprthe.* Thit} was 
the substance of his speche to me, w*** I thywght my dewty to de- I 
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]hfo*'*<pkstier ti&b^ that upon all occasyons I showM be bold to wyte 
W Vou i«y 0|j^y<m; I thowght it my de^ty upon this occasyon to 
Wifyic^ sSittiMdtat j humbly besechtng yo' Ma‘* to’' accepte my playiie 
^trew'ife ttiinmyng therin. 

W'To entOt iiT to this mattr I muste fyrste laye' this foundatyoni 
I tiiynk to be as suer as man can laye ; that Mons' hathe deter- 
myhed'to’^ke to make himself greate, ether by the marryage of 
yo* Ma?*i of by the possessyng of the Lowe Contreyes, or by bothe ; 
St'that tho Frenche K. & Q. Mother, to delyver Itiin owte of 
Fraunce, wyll, by all the possybell meanes they maye, helpe to Rir- 
thef arid adVaunce his gretenes in this sortc, for ther owne bcnefyte, 
quyett, and suertye, & the avoydyng of all fyers, trobells, A pcr- 
relfis, at hornet And yf Mons', by yo' Ma. be putt from his hope in 
bothe these, & no suer peace co'cluded betwene the K. of Spayne & 
the Staits, then wyll he torne over all his forces to ayde Don John, 
& seeke his gretenes & suerty by martyall actyons that waye, & by 
the frendshlp of the K. of Spayne, ratlier then w'*' dyshonor and per- 
relLto returned home in worsse case then he came forthe; wherin, 
also, or in eny other actyon abrode, ther Is no dovvte but liis mo- 
ther- & brother wyll ftirther him tvhat they maye, to kepc Itim oc- 
cupyed' abrode, & therby to avoyde the perrells at home. These 
foundatyons being thus layed, it is fete to consyder of the com'odytes 
& Incom'odyt^s of every of them ; that is to say, of the marryage ; of 
the alyenatyon of the Lowe Contreyes; & of the Frenche assystyng 
of Don John. * * 

Toching the marryage (yf yo' Ma“ in yo' owne harte can lyk of 
iti w*** I leave to God & you) I find these comTodytds to followe.

rella that by manne's judgeme't myght growe eny wayes to you by 
Fraunce. You shall, also, by the helpe of yo' husband, be habell to 
compel I the K. of Spayne to take reasonabell co’dytyons of his sub- 
jects in the Lowe Contryes, fit the stats to take reasonabell co’dy- 
tyons of ther K. so as he may have that which before God fic man 
dothe justely belong to him, fit they may enjoye ther lybertyes, 
fredomes, fic all other thynges that is fecte for ther quyett fic 
suertye, in bodyes, goods, co'scyences, fit lyves;^ wherby you shi^l 
avoyde grete eftusyon of crystyen blodd, ficsliall have. the honor fic 
reward, dewe ui this wordell fic by God, to so gracyouse, -godly, fic 
crystyen actyons: And herew‘\ for the more suerty of all psones 
fic mattrs, yo' selfe maye have in yo' owne hands, some marytyme 
ptc, to be by you kepte, at the charge of the K. of Spayne ; fic yo' 
husband maye liavesome frontyer towues in lyke sorte; fit.bothe to 
be co'tynued for such a nombcr of yeres as may bryng a settelyng 
of suerty to all reflects ; by w** meanes you shall also be ddyvered 
from perrells, at home fic abrode, that maye growe from the K. of 
Spayne: And yfyou lyke not of this corse in dealyng for the -Lowe 
Contryes, you may joyne w'** yo' husband, fic so, betwene you, at- 
tempts'^ to possesse the hole Lowe Contryes, fic drawe the same to 
the Crowne of England, yf you have eny.chyld by him; or, if you 
have none, to devyde them betwene the realmes of Erfgland fic

& Kynge therof (borne in his owne realme) sliowld also be K. of

K. of England, w'*" never was before ; ik so, rcducyng this mattr to

The .vi“‘ hath allwayes bene awensiiered, that the cxcrcyse of his

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fnglysheman to it ; & he showld also accompany you to the exer*" 
cyse ot' 3 '<)' rclygyoii, in convcnyent tymes; w'*' can brynge no per- 
rell to yo’ p'sone, or state ; nor hathc bene thowght so intollerabell 
as it sliowld breake y' marryagc, but only by suche as pyked quar- 
rell rather to yo' marryagc then to relygyon, vvherof the wordell 
liathe had good proofe.

The stoppe of vent of all'yo' 
inward copitMlyt^s* & theinaynt<tynyng of yo' pepell that shall lacke 
woork. The bryngyng of the rcalme into a p'petuall .servytude of 
^bute, or othei- worsse matter. W'-'' dyscomodyt^s, howe they 
may be encontred w'** eny one coin'odyt6 I do not see. 

By tlw-joynyiig of Mons^i to Don John, bt jio suer i>eace conclud- 
ed betwene the K.'of Spayne & the States, 1 see tjo coinodytti to 
growe, -but these incom'odytds manyfestly toenwe. Ether the hole 
suppressyng o£ the Lowie Contryes by the Spanyshe tyrannye, & 
therby yot be subject to meny of the perrells before repel ed 

in thoease of France, bothe for p'sone, realme, and trafiyck, or 
els yo' Ma'' to make yo'selfe the hedd of the warre, & so to entW 
linto that w'** my sympell hedd seethe no possybylytd for you" to 
mayntene, nor knowethe no waye howe to brynge you owte of it ; 
w'l'twd^generalytds have so many p'tyculer perrells dependyng on 
theiii, as nether I can thynke of all, nether is it fete (for tedyousnes) 
tb'tlroble you w* those I thynk of, seyngyo' Ma^dothe bettr kj)ow 
fit COB depelyer jud^c of them, then.

Portugal,

f Sir Walter Mildmay, Knight, second son of Thomas Mildmay, an Auditor of the Court of 

Augmentations, by Anne, daughter of Read. He was educated in Christ’s College, 

Cambridge, and came early into his father’s office, in which he was appointed Surveyor, In 
the reign of Edward VI. he had the chief direction of the mint, and the management, under se- 
veral special commissions, of the King’s revenues, particularly of those which arose from the 
Crown lands, the nature and value of which he had made his chief study. Thus qualified, Eli- 
zabeth gave him the office of Chancellor of the Exchequer, upon the death of Sir Richard Sack- 
ville, and he became a most useful, but not a favoured servant, for his integrity was too stiff to 
bend to the daik politics of that reign, and his consequent popularity excited the continual jea- 
lousy of his mistress ; he was therefore never advanced to any higher post, though he is men- 
tioned in a htr letter, N‘^ CXXXIV. as a candidate for the Seals. He was a very learned man, 
and an eminent encourager of literature, witness his donations to the college in which he was 
bred, and his foundation ot Emanuel, in the same university ; which latter having barely Bnilhed, 
he died, on the 31st of May, 1589. Sir Walter Mildmay married Mary, sister of Sir Francis 
Walsingham, by whom he had two sons, Anthony, and Humphrey; and three daughters; 
Winifred, married to William Fit/william, of Gainspark in Essex, an ancestor of the present 
Earl; Christian, to Charles Barret, of Avely.in the same county; and Martha, to William 
Brounkcr.

Flo was educated in King’s College, Cambridge, ior the profession of the civil 
law, aiul went fiom thoiico into tlic family of Charles Brandon, Duke of Suffolk, who in- 
trusted )iim with the education of his two sons. Duiiug the reign of Maiy, to whose perse- 
cution many fugitives owed their qualifications for future honouis, lie lived abroad, and was 
for sonic time imprisoned by the inquisition at Rome, on account of twotieatises on rhetoric 
and logic whicli he bad published in England, and in the English language, scveial years be- 
fore ; but was released soon after the death of that Princess, and returned to hii own country, 
where he was appointed one of the Masters of Requests, and Master of St. Catherine’s Hospital, 
near the Tower. In 1576 he was sent on an embassy to the Low Countries, where he acquit- 
ted himself so well, that in the following year lie was named to succeed Sir Thomas Smith us 
Sccretaiy of State, and soon after obtained the Deanery of Durham. He died in 1581, 
more distinguished as a scholar than as a minister, and perhaps unfoitunaic in having served 
jointly with the illustriovis Walsingham, whose admirable conduct in his office admitted of no 
comj)etition. Sir Thomas Wilson married Anne, daughter of Sii William Winter, of Lidney in 
Gloucestershire, and left three children; Nicholas, who settled at Shcepwash in Lincolnshire; 

Mary, married, first, to Robert Burdett, of Bramcote in Warwicksliire, sctomily, to Sir Christo- 
pher Lowther, of Lowthcr in Westmoreland; and Lucretia, wife of George Bclgravc, of Bel

Maiy, as a condition 
for the favour of being allowcti to write to her son, was required to bind lur>elt, either in writ- 
ing, or by a verbal declaration to the Eurl of Shrewsbury, fo the periornKiufc of certain arti- 
cles which we shall find in the next letter; in particular, for it was the point at which Elizabeth 
principally aimed, that she would persuade James to make an apology for luvi/ig (very properly) 
refused to receive the messengers sent to Berwick. In order to procure these t oiu.cssious, Beale 
is dirpeted to write a second letter to Shrewsbury, ** in .suclic soi te as the same may he shewn to 
“ the Scottishc Qucciie.” We have in that second letter a long repetition of his speeches to 
P^li/abcth, but not one word of hers in answer. Mary was to have no security beyond Beale’s 
phrases of ** daring to undertake,” and “ verily thioking,” that his mistress would grant her re- 
quest.

Thus Mary was to be cruelly deceived ; James Ik;* 
tniyed into an act o/ meanness unworthy of a King; and tiealc, who really seems to have acted 
with honesty and sincerity, reputed the author of the wicked fraud. We shall sec presently 
that Mary formed that opinion of him ftx>m his conduct in this affair. 
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pray yo’ L. to take the more paines to perswade her Grace t g^ oii- 
(lisccnd to satesfye in so small a matter her Ma‘’‘ expectac’on. 

I liave don what 1 can, and, howsoever things may herallcr hap- 
pen to fall out, I have delt 'uprightly, seeking as moch as lay in me

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ofiiccs that I could to doe her service, so would I be unwillinge to be 
an instruniet wherby her Ma“'’ might be deluded or abused ; wher- 
fore I assured her i\Ia^‘- that I was willed in the worde and faithe of 
a Princesse to deliv' as inuche unto her as I had don ; seing 1 had no 
SLielie credit or eomande nua, I durst not presume to crave so muche

Since her Ma*'' liathe declared her mynde in the matter be- 
twixt me and my wief, and doubteth not but in ev'y respect I will 
observe it as her Highnes hath sett it dowen, and that the L. Chan- 


immediately succeeded him ; that Lord St. John was then nominated; and even in this letter, 
written exactly five months after the Earl had received his quietus from the Council-board, the 
appointment of Paulet is spoken of as a rumour, and Drury’s name is not mentioned. 

• I'his gentleman is called by Camden a Clerk of the Council. An instrument, nearly of the 
same date, in Digges’s Compleat Ambassador, styles him « Clcricorum Sigilli unus.” Lord 
Burgbley’s notes ot this reign, in Murdin’s papers, inform us that he was sent, in July 1580, to 
congratulate Heiuy H. of France on the peace which he had then newly concluded with the 
Huguenots, and again, in June 1581, jointly with Walsingham and Sir Henry Cobham, to set- 
tle certain points with the Dukeof Anjou relative to the marriage; Their letters on the business 
of the latter embassy may be found at the end of Digges’s collection. These employments, and 
his late appointment to attend on the Queen of Scots, prove that he was held in some estima- 
tion by Elizabeth, yet his name is barely mentioned in history, nor docs any memorial of him or 
his family appear iji the College of Arms,

• Patrick Gray, eldest son of Patiick sixth Lord Gray of Scotland, by Barbara, daughter of 
Patrick LorJ Ruthvcn. James, always attached to some un worthy object, chose this man of his 
Privy Council, appointed him Chief Gentleman of his Bedchamber, Master of his W.trdrobc, 
and Commendator of the Monastery of Dunfermline. Having undermined the Earl of Arran, 
a man of equal profligacy but meaner pajis, the Master of Gray rose to u degree of favour and 
confidence greater tlian that nobknun had ever enjoyed, and repaid it with the most detestable 
treachery. When Ambassador to Elizabeth, an office in which hr was frecpiently employed, he 
became a conspirator with her against his country ; and when at home, was busily engaged in 
executing her schemes, and thwarting those of his Prince in the character of his chief minister. 
This is the general account whicli we have of him; the particular charge insinuated by most 
historians, that he advised tlic execution of the Queen of Scots at the very time when he was 
directed by James to use his utmost cfFoits to prevent it, is fully proved by one of his own let- 
ters in this collection, and it is almost certain that his intrigues on that occasion determined 
Elizabeth to put her to death. He was accused of high treason soon after that wretched event, 
his deceit with regard to which made a part of the impcMchmcnt, but as he was only sentenced 
to banishment, we may reasonably suppose it was not proved. He now retired to Italy, and in- 
dulged his natural inclination to treachery by condescending to become a spy on the Court of 
Rome, and transmitting intclfigcnce of its politics to Elizabeth, who, to her eternal dishonour, 
countenanced Jiim to the last. The Master of Gray succeeded to the Biarony in 1609, and died 
in 1612, having been twice nmried; first, to Elizabeth, daughter of John Lord Glamis, Chan- 
cellor of Scotland ; secondly, to Mary, daughter of Robert Stuart ^ arl of Orkney ; and by the 
last had a numerous issue.

*• his ladic, and sole wife ; and also one oncly sonne, Thomas Walmesley, sole heire to them 
both, whom in his life time he sawe twice married ; first to Eleanor, sister to Henry Lord 
Danvers, and daughter to Sir John Danvers, by Elizabeth his wife, one of the daughters and 
“ coheirs of the Lord Latimer; and, secondlie, to Marie, sister of Sir Richard Houghton, 
** Knight and Baronet; by both whomc he sawe him have issue; by his first wife, one sonne,

She wrote, therefore, both to him and to them in terms of high resentment, and, having re- 
ceived their reasons for investing him with so extensive a power, acquiesced, contenting herself 
with having thus assured him that she stood 01. her guard. Leicester, however, soon lost the 
confidence of his new subjects, and. after a year’s residence among them, returned to England 
without having done any thing effectual, nor was his second campaign more success ul ; yet it 
appears fiom Lord Burghley’s notes, in Miirdin’s papen, that he received a reward from the 
Queen of £t 6 ,ooo for his service in the Low Countnes.

The Leaders and Captenes whoai'e appointed to instructe and 
trayne them, shall cause an halbert to be sett uppe in the plaine, 
wherby everye shott maye passe in that order w'*' the Frenche call 
a la fie, or, as we terme it, in rancke, lyke wylde geese ; and soe, 
passing by the halbert, to present his peece, & make offer as thoughe 
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he wold shote; and thos w'** doe not behave themselves w"’ their 
peeces as they ought, may receave p'tiailer instruction and teach- 
inge. 

This exercise woulde be used 2 or 5 meetinges, at the Icaste, for 
ignorant people ; in whiche tyme may be discerned thos w‘'‘ cannot 
frame themselves in any lykelyhoode to prove shotte, in whos 
roomes the Capten may require others to be placed who are more 
apte therunto. Afterwards teache them howe to holdc their peeces, 
for endaungeringe themselves & their fellowes; to putt in their 
matches; and acquaint them w'^ false fires, by provinge onely the 
pann, and not charging the peecc, w*'’ will inure their eies w‘'’ , 

flashe of fire, imbolden them, and make every tliinge familicr and 
reddy unto them ; then to give the peecc halfe the charge ; and ac- 
quainte them, in skyrmyshinge wise, to come forwards, and retire or- 
derlye againe ; after, to p'ceade to the full charge, and, lastely , to the 
bullett, to shoote at a mark for some trifle to be bestowed on him 
that best deservethe the same. 

W‘'' this order and policie men shall in shorter tyme l)e exercised, 
and w*'- the tenth p'* of the charges, to the great case of tlic coun- 
try, and savinge of powder ; for that in this manner it is tounde tliat 
two pownde of powder will serve one man for fourc days cxeitise of 
trayninge, and a nomlxjr w'^'', by reason ot the churlishnes of their 
peeces, and not l)einge made acquainted thereW’ by degrees, arc ever 
after soe discoraged and fearefull, as eyther they w'incke, oi putt 
back their heads for the peecc ; wherby they take noe pcrlecte Ic- 
vell, but shoote at randome, and soe never p've good shotte.

of the principal ornaments of Elizabeth^ Court, but never held any high office of state, owing, 
in some measure, to a dignified indolence of temper, but more to a degree of refinement in mo- 
rality which rendered him unfit for the common pursuits of mankind. He was murdered by an 
old servant in September, 1628, and lies buried in the collegiate church of Warwick, under a 
fine monunient, with the following inscription, dictated by himself — “ Fulk Greville, servant 
** to (,^ieeM Elizabeth, Councellor to King James, and friend to Sir Philip Sydney.** Collins’s 
Peerage gives a full and correct account of this eminent person.

The pains that have been taken by historians to col- 
lect circumstances relative to the Gowry Cons]Jiracy have preserved this man*s name from ob- 
livion. Several years after his death, he was declared by the confession of George Sprot, a no- 
tary, to have been a principal contriver of that dark affair, and, according to the ancient law of 

Scotland, his bones were dug up, tried, and condemned of high treason; his estates were con- 
fiscated, and his posterity declared infamous. This happened in 1609.

Upon y' penult of yis last 
month Octob. their come to )”■ Kinge a certane p's<'nage, (juliose 
name I must co'ceale because liis M. will not riwille it, desM inge 
conference of his Hienes ; quhiclic having olitainilt, he shewed Ihm 
howc y‘ one Jhone Smollett, knowen to your E. & one Cavaillon, a 
Frenshe man, s'rvant to y'' Duke of Eennox, had bein verie buisk- w' 
certaine nobillmen, some Papists, some malcontenits of y" p'seiil 
state, to bring them to mak som soudaine enterprysi.' for altering of 
y p'nt state; & had brought it so far aliout, >' certaine of yem was 
agreed, against a prefixed day, to have taken be force his M. outt of 
y' hands of the nobillmen quho are p'ntlie in ruille ; killed y Chaun- 
cellar, Treasurar, Justice Clerk, and Pryor of IMantyre; erei ted i’a- 
pistrie; h compelled his M. to have broken w' England, ik denoun-

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citt warrc for his mother's dcathe ; and this he gave his M. to un- 
derstand, w' yeir partir,ular names, & howe itt shuld liave bein exe- 
cTitt. His M. beleved yis report y‘ rather because Cavaillon had 
bein sundiie lymes in hand w' him of befor, to try his lyking of y' 
p'nt state, & quhitlier he culd be contentitt of ane alteratioun in y*' 
saniin ; and, tlicrcfore, iinediatlic after yis discoveric, his M. sent for 
y Cliauncellar, & Justice Clerk, &, calling them alone to y' cabinet, 
openitt y' quholc matter to yem, craving their advyse. They bothe 
were of opinion y' his M. shuld suft'er y' matter to go furder ford- 
uart, & to growo to sonic greatter maturite & rypnes, y‘ they might 
jnose certainlie discover quho were the authours & particulers in y' 
plott, &, in the meane tyine, to be upon their awin garde ; bott y' 
King was in a contrair opinion, alledging y' be delaying & protract- 
ing of tyme he culd sc no otlicr apperance buty‘ ether y' suspecteitt 
p'sons remaining att Court shuld escape, p'happs being adverteised 
be y' same p'sone quho had owned y matter to him scllfe (seming 
to doubt\]uhclhcr he wold lyk of y' purpose or not) or ells, be 
tyme, a gretter nomber of y' nobillitie shuld joyne in y' cause ncr 
was already, to quhoine itt bchoufft him to shew him selfl'e ennemie, 
<iuhiche he wold escheue so far as he culd ; reproving, therw', y* 
fashion of England, “ t]uho," says he, “ vittinglie & villinglic suf- 
“ fers suche conspiracies to go fordiiart untill y' veric point, quhiche 
“ can produce nothing bott all cxtremitic, quhiche all Princes," says 
he, “ I tliink shud seik to avoyde.” His M.' opinion, as grounditt 
upon better reasson, was followed ; so y' same night Smollct was 
com'itted prisonar in y' Castcll of Ed% &, after two or thre sundrie 
examinations, Cavaillon also taken ; Sir William Steuart, quho serves 
for suche purjioscs, has accused yem bothe severallie, & att his M.' 
back coining they are to be confrontitt everie one w‘ other. This 
quhole matter, 6c all their depositions, are kepitt verie secrett ; & I 
think vorclie, by a thre or foure of y' Counsell, ther be no one quho 
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knawes y' certaintie, or so muche as I have vrittin to yo' L. 'I'lie 
Justice Clerk openitt y' trouthe of y* matter to me, as I have writtin 
itt ; The purpose was the change of bothe state & religion ; y' 
layers of y'plot, Fentrie, y' Pryor of Pluscardein, w' some other Je- 
suistos latele com'e in yis cuntrey; Yeir assistans are y' Erics of 
Huntlie, Craufurd, Muntross, Glcncarnc, y' Abbot of Paslay, & some 
others ; bott this is kepitt verie close; therfore your L. will liandell 
it viselic, & cause itt serve for good olhccs quhere ye are. 

Y' King hes declared heir bothe his zealous inynd in religion, & 
his constant koping of promise to y' Stirling lords. Y' plague is 
latelie risen, bothe in yis tonne, & verie vehement in Leithe. Y^^esf 
sion is dischargitt untill y' begining of Decemb. & if y' seikiies in- 
crease his M. mynds to go to Dalkeithe, & their remaine. At his 
M.' returning to yis toune,quhilk wilbeabout y'tent ofyis monihe, 
y' Justice Clerk will resolve your L. att lengthe of all oilier matters 
contenitt in your last h'S as also suche other matters as oceurrs your 
L. shall knawe: Unto quhiche tyme, efter my com'endatlons of ser- 
vice, I com'itt your L. to God his protection. From Ed', yis vi of 
November, 1587.

It pleased his Hieiies, even then, to coinand y' Justice Clerk 
to wrytt to you his myiul at lengthe, botlie upon suche heads as 
vere conteined in your 1", as also upon some other pointts concern- 
ing his s’rvice ; bott I have these eicht dayes past, even hourlie al- 
most, day be day, attenditt to have had his 1"% or att least instruc- 
tions fronVliim to be .sentt to you, bott can not as yettatteine there- 
to, everie day excusing his other greatter affaires in his Ma*'"’’ .s'rvice; 
bot nowc, least you sluild, as hertofor you have done, accuse me y' 
ye have not your answ', I culd no longar stay, bott be theis adver- 
teis you y' itt lay not in my hand to hast eny answ’^ \v‘ greatter ex- 
pedition ; desyring you to lay y' blame quhere itt shuld, & nether 
upon his Ma"' nor me.

I perceive, h his Majestic laughs att itt, y' State is verie untrulie 
inforniitt of our proceedings heir ; for they take his Ma"' to be dri- 
ven to some hard inconvenience att home, so y' he wilbe compellitt 
to seik their freindship, quhilk I assure you is as far from y' treuthe 
as quho wold say we already be be y' cares ; for, beleve me, his Ma- 
jestic is absolutelie & w‘ reverence obeyeitt through all yis cuntrey 
in all pointts, & their dar be no open nether disobedience nor re- 
volte throughe all this rcalme ; & if eny grudge, or occasion of mis- 
contcntmenl be, itt is onlie ofsich as are devoted to y' Ptipisticall re- 
ligion, quho are sorye y‘ his Ma"' utteris him seltlb so far m yeir

Their arc Deputeis gone from hither to treate w' y* Lord Huns- 
don upon border matters ; onlie Alexander Home of Hutonhall, y® 
Laird of Carmichell, & M' George Young : I knawe they have no 
other com" ission of his Majesiei’s bott to entreate upon y' comon sorts 
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of wrongs done upon y' frontiers since Marche last, & to tak some 
gud order for them ; nether is his Ma“* mynditt to deale of any other 
matter w‘ y* Lord Hunsdon, quhatsomever he hes written to Court 
in y‘ cuntrey; nether hes he any assurance of his Majestei's gud 
mynd butt be words onlie, & y‘ be me quhen I was sentt thither ; 
& I think their be not one of y* Counsell of England of (juho.se gud 
meaning to do his Ma*‘' service itt will plcis you to adverteis his 
Hienes, bott he may have als greatt assurance of his gud will as hes 
y* Lord Hunsdon, for all his vaunting therof. And, therffor, his Ma- 
jestie thinks y' occasion als greatt offeritt to you prescntlie to do Iiini 
service, yea greatter yen itt was of before, considering y pnt .statg ol^ 
y‘ cuntrey, & houe necessary y' assured frend.shipp of yis cuntrey is 
now to their bmwled (piyetnes, lyke to be invaditt be forraine na- 
tions, & nothing assured ol yeir awin people, at y* leist ol a gud 


part of yem. 

As to y' pairt of your letter concerning y' preacher (juho fal.seho 
redectitt upon his Majestic in y^' pulpeit, (piliere ye desyi/o knawe 
his Hienes' mynd anent his punisliincnt ; itt is ol trontlic y* his Ma- 
jestic was advertised therof a greatt (pihilc before y' coming ol your 
letters, & suppose he takes itt to come from some other ner y- sim- 
ple preacher; yett, as ye knawe, his Majestic, being alwayesmore 
bentt to clemcncie ner cny rigourous dealing, never punisliitt y' lyk 
oft'cncc in eny of his awin subjects bott be confessionne ft acknow- 
ledging of y' oft'ence (thinking his awin honest & vertuous actions 
more sufficient to give proolf of his upright meaning ner y' sever 
punishment of eny railing fellow) so his Hienes wilbe contenl.it y' 
V' preacher acknowlc'dge his fautc in y' same place quherc he mau 

first oRcnce ; &, in y' meane tyme, if ye can learne att (|uhose psua- 
.sione he did itt, you will do him acceptable service. The other 
pairttofyourhS concerning y^ occurrantts from hrance, was hull 
agreable to his Majestic, quho desyres in heart gud succcs to y ' King 
of Navarre, & y* rest of y* Protestantts, in their actioun. We are 
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vcrie uncertaine heir of y' state of France, & heirs bott reportts, & 
tlicm bott laitt ; tlierffur his Majestic wold be glaid you adverteised 
liim offer of y' State. He hcs latelie received I"’ from Moils" du 
Bartas, written from y" Rochelle about y' mids of December : He 
had not then bene w‘ y‘ King of Navarre, & therffbr wrotte rather 
anent y'pointt. William Melvin is luckitt for shortlie. 

I'lic .state of yi.s cuntrey remanes almost as itt was, giiyditt, under 
liis Majestic, be the same p'sons, bott his Hienes daylie more & more 
medling v;' his awin aHares, to y' greatt comfort of his gud subjects, 
ti fearc of broken persons. He shewes him selfF still an eiiemic to 
y' ^kipisl.s, & maintenars of Je.suistes and priests, touards quhome he 
lias conceaved a dead lie hatred. He lies sent for y' Erie of Hunt- 
lie, ik some others of yo faction, cpilio are luckitt tq be heir vv'in a 
day or two; It is certainlie belevitt y' he, & some others, shalbe 
com'itled to warde alt ycir coming. His Majestic wold be giaid to 
have a.ssiired frendship with that cuntrey, & wilbe sorie itt shuld be 
invaditt IVi- other nations, bott yett 1 knawehe will nether bey' .su- 
tar yerof, nor yett accept itt bott w‘ honorable conditions: He wilbe 
upon bis awin garde, and auaittc, as they use to do, quhatt tyme will 
produce. There is some other matter concerning yis State, & your 
particular also, (juhilk I luckitt cr this to have bene resolvitt of, 
bott I can not understand itt certainlie belor y' coming of Huntlie 
& Crawlurd, att quhilk tyme .shall lett you understand itt w‘ quhatt 
expedition I may. I deliverilt your 1" to R. A. (juho is in a greatt 
rage y‘ ye .shuld have conceaved eny sinistre opinion of him: As to 
y' lirst, he denyes nott; bott itt may be y', of ignorance & simpli- 
citie, his 1" miglit have wrought other etlects ner he wishitt or 
luckitt, ik fur y‘ cau.se has promisilt to forbearc to wrytt; bott ma- 
nitestlie denyes y' ever he wrotte eny matter y' might in eny vvayes 
prejudge or hurtt your creditt, avouing y‘ as he had bene verie in- 
graft to have done itt, so he had never any intention bott to do you 
all s'rvice possibill ; bott yis I refer to his awin 1", quhilk I send you 
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herw* inclosed: For my awin part, I can not say y* ever I culd pcr- 
ceave in him bott an upright meaning to do you all y' gud oflices ho 
culd. The Erie Marshall, a verie honest & wyse nobillman, is Iicir 
att Courtt, fallen in feid vv' y Erie of Huntlie, as ye hoard of bo- 
for: He has written you for a licence to buyc two Iiorsos outt of 
England, be resson of his feid; Surelic I think your L. .shall do 
wcill to pleasure y‘ nobill in y‘ matter, if ye may, for I knawc his 
honestie, y he wilbe villing to acquytt itt quhensocver you shall have 
to do w‘ him in a grcatter matter, & itt wilbe y^ occasion of farder 
freind.ship betwixt you. I wrotte to your L. of bofor y‘ Robein 
Scott imprudentlie had told y' King of two horses he Iiad to bkigq 
to his Ma'"' from you. At y' beginning their was some diilicultic 
made in acceptingc of ycm, bott none Carniichacll is come to Ro- 
bin from his Majestic, desyring him y‘ (because y' two horses he 
had alreadye bespoken were not so mcitt for his Hicncs' ryding) he 
wolde give him y' plackatt, & money to buy y' best lu: culd find 
in y' cuntrey, & y' he w'old go him selll to scik ycm, as^ring him 
y‘ such was his Ma'^'* pleasure. Robert ansuered y he had not y' 
placquett, & for money, he knewe not if ye wold allowe so muclie 
as he desyritt ; bott, if itt wold pleis y' Laird to go & chouse 
y' horsses, he shuld come after to buyc yem, & bring in w' him, or 
els he wold adverties you therof, & abyd your ansuer, & quhatsoever 
ye wold com'and him to do, y' he shuld accomplishe. Yis Robert 
Scott desyritt me to lett you knawe, praying you to wryt him. your 
mynd w‘ as greatt hast as ye may. He hes not yett deliveritt mo y 
money ye desyritt, be resson of his absence from yis tonne almost 
ever since your 1" come to my hands: I pray your 1., to wrytt to 
him to give me other fourtie poundcs, for, believe me, I am m- 
debtitt of yS & more also, &y* onlie in your L. service. 

His Ma'i' beares a gud mynd to reco’pense my services, bott I am 
in all my gifts crossed & hinderitt be y' Clianccllar. My brother 
Jhone Broune, in Eyraouthe, hes adverteisitt me y‘ his brother Ro- 
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bert Brounc is latelie departitt att London, to his greatt greiffc, 
bothc for losse of his brother & of his gcir y‘ he had ventured w* 
him. He is also advcrteised y‘ be your L.' moyen this Robert 
Broune liad recovered a part of his losses, & was to have receaved 
about yis last Christmasse foure score pounds sterling: Therft'or I 
may rc^ueist your L. verie earnestlie y‘ for 
y' young man be dead quho shuld have resavitt y' money, yi your 
L. sufler it not to be lost, seing itt appertained to his brother Jhone, 
bott y‘ your L. will cause itt be recovcritt ; &, furder, if itt be 
possibill, to y' use of Jhone Broune, quho is ane honest & kynd 
Ynaft, redye to do your L. all pleas% & quho bothe conveyes your 
L.’ 1 "' to me, & myn to Berwick; & itt is of treuthe y‘ his brother

The Queue’s Ma“', beinge moved by sundrie occxsioiis great- 
lie importing the estate of this her realme, to abridge tlic libertic of 
sundry Papists recusants, ill members of the same, resyant \v'*'in this 
county of Derbie, hath prescribed unto me an order to be taken in 
that behalf, wherein is especially required the service of her sub- 
jectes of best alFcction towards her Ma"' w'''in the said ctAinty ; and, 
for that I am persuaded you ar one of those, I have thought mete 
liecreby to requier you forthwith to receave into yo' charge and 
custodie the bodie of Philip Draycote, Gent, recusant, to be by you 
well saflie kept as her Mat'‘ prisoner, upon his proper costs and 
charges, untill furder order shalbe geven you in that behalf; where- 
of faile you not, as you tender her Ma'*' service, and will answer the 
contrarye. Geven at W^hitley, this xxix'** ol Januaiic, U87. 


FRANCIS LEAKE to the Earl of SHREWSBURY, Feb. % ].;,s7. 

Accordingc to yo' Lordshippe’s direclione, I have a])prehendcd 
WiHiain Sherbrooke, and this daye sent him by the constable to the 
gaole. I was likewise this day at Tupton. where I founde the Lady 
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Constance Foljamb,* Richard Kitchen, and Richard Copstacke. I 
did imparte to the Lady Foljainb my comitione to comite her to 
the chardge of my consen Foljamb: Her answer was that she was, 
by age, and sikenes of the stone, not abell to travell etlter on 
horscbacke or on footc, and so dcsicred me to let yo' Lordshipp un- 
derstand ; whereupon she as yet remcanethe at Tupton till yo' 
Lordshippe’s j)leasurc be further knowne. 


JOHN MANNERS and ROGER COLUMBELL to the Earl of 
, < SHREWSBURY. Feb. 3, 1J87. 

Yesterday, being Candlemas daye, M' Columble* went himself, 
yearly in the morning, w“’ xvi^^'or xx of our men, to Padley, 
where he founde Thomas Fitzharbert's wyfe, Anthony Fitzharbert, 
twoe of Ins sisters, and aboute xx*‘' p’sons besides, scheming to be of 
their howsldiowld ; and made diligent searche for M' John Fitzhar- 
bert, yet coulde not fynde him, but was enformed by them that he 
was in Staffordshire. From thence he went to the Northelees, and 
tooke M' Fenton, and searched his house, but found no suspicious 
psons. He used himself very obediently, and came with him willingly 
to Haddon, where he shewed a p’tection, and desiereth, yf it may 
stande w‘'’ yo-^ Lo.' pleasure, to have the benefitt theirof, for the li- 
bertie to be in his owne house, accordinge to the same ; by which it

and, chiefly, to comfort his doughter, who was brouglit in bed ilie 
same morninge, and seemed amased w”" his soden apprehension. 
Allso the same morninge wee sent Rob' Eyre, of Bubnell, w'*' the 
constable, and vii or viii p"sons, to Harwood Graunge, where they 
found Browne, and brought him hither; but Corkc, and the Lady 
Talbot, be removed thence. The said Browne offerethe to- come to 
the churche, and is very lothe to goe to the gaole, bycause, :\,s lie 
saithe, their is an execution forthe against him for debte, who yet for 
recusancy was .never indibeted. Padlayc maye be doubted muche to 
be a howse of evill resort, and theirfore, my L. their wilbe no good 
redressc their (in our simple opinyons) in those matters, unless tliat 
some maye be resyant there that wilbe conformable ; and some 
preacher placed amongest us, here in the Peake, to tcacke the peo- 
ple better.

My Lo. comendethc your forwardnes in this her Ma' * service, and talbot 
hathe commaunded me to signifie thus muche unto youe in parte ol Volume N.

Folljamb ys suspected to doe most hurt in those partes, by so much 
the more his L. willingly would have her committed.

He was educated in the Univer- 
sity of Oxford, which he quitted without taking a degree, and went to study the law in the 
Middle '^'cniple, where he soon acquired a considerable reputation as a sound Liwyer and a. 
brilliant pleader. He obtained the office of Recorder about 1570; was appointed a Serjeant at 
Law soon after, and in 1592 Queen's Serjeant. His sedulous attention to the interests of the 
city made him very popular among the Londoners: Stow records some instances of his dilU 
gence in their service, particularly a speech made by him in 1583 against the increase of hulld>- 
ings. A catalogue of his professional writings is preserved by Wood, who informs us that he 
was ** a learned man and a good antiquary, but of a mairellous merry and pleasant conceit," 
and that he lived in a house, built by himself, in Noble street, within Aldersgate Ward. He 
married Marian, daughter of John Barley, of Kingsey in Buckinghamshire, and had by her six 
suns : Sir William, who settled at Missenden, in that county j Sir Thomas, who became Attor- 
ney General to Henry Prince of Wales} Edward, James, Robert, and Francis ; and two daugh- 
ters; Elizabeth, married to Sir Thomas Chaloner, of Steeple (Jlaydon in Bucks ; and Cordelia, 
to Sir David Foulis, of Ingkby in Yorkshire, Kjiightand Baronet.^ Mr. Fleetwood died Fe- 
bruary 28, 1594, and was buried at Missenden.

T.i i.BOT I am to give yovvr Lo. my most hartie tliankes for yowre moste 
Voiiiihc-’i. honorable letters, and free consente for the lone of the money which 
yo\v*e did write to your servante Heron to have provided for me 
““““ amongest the Halyfax men, whichc by no meanes coulde be pro- 
vided for: I have, therefore, eftsooncs sent my servante Arthure 
Gennesone, this bearer, wythe my byll for the repayment of the 
sayde some^ licreinclosed, at the ende of sixe monthes ; desyryngc 
yourc Lo, it may be delyvered to his handcs, wherein youre Lo. 
.shall pleasiire me very muche ; for youe ai'e my surest anker holdc 
of all the frcndcs I have in the worlde, whose longe lyfe and healthe 
I wyslie, and praye to God for as myne owne.

Desiringe tosatisfieher Ma“' & yo' Honors in our fervente 'T a LB or 
desire to accoraplishe our duties by all meanes pos.sible, wee depted voi.i.f.3. 
from Cansham Baye on Fryday the xviii*'' of Aprill, hoping that yf " 
the winde were contrary yt would come fayre ere longe, and that

in 1594, 
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lyinge in the mayne sea, out of the harboroughe, wee might bee in 
more readines to take the ncxte prosperous wyiide, w'*' yt pleased 
God to send us on Sondaye follow inge, aboute eighte of the clocke 
in the morninge, and so continewed a verie grcate gale untill the 
Wednesdaye at 4 of the clocke in the after none, at tyme wee 
made iirste landc w*'' the Cape of Ortegall ; but the weather beinge 
mistic on the lande, and wee not being able by daye to rec'on the 
Groyne, for wee could bearc no further cstcwarde, we laye at hull 
all that nighte. The nextc daye, before morninge, wee sett sayle; 
but, by reason of a sodden calme, wee coulde not come to anker in 
the kiroyne before three of the clocke in the after none, in the open 
vcwe and danger both of tlie castle, and the rcstc of the fortes of the 
towne ; w"*' not\v'''standinge, (for as muchc as wee Sawe twoe gal- 
lies, and certeine shipps at anker under the succor of the castle, of 
w*'' one was of a verie grcate burthen, called the galleon St. John, 
wherein event the Admirall Ricaldes in the laste ycare’s expedicon 
for Englande, and was nowe put in readines w'*’ the reste to bee em- 
ployed, as wee are credibly informed, w'*' many others w'*’ dayly they 
did cxpecte to arryve here from S' Andrewes, and other p'tes, aboute 
th’cnde ot this nioneth, and souldiers upon payne of deathe com- 
manded to imbarejue accordinglie, to make a newe invasion on some 
of her Ma*"’* dominions; and forasmuch as wee were lykewyse in- 
formed that a greate provision of all sorts of municion and victuall 
was there in a readines for th' intended jorney) because this import- 
ante s'rvice coulde not otherwise bee clFectuated, wee prsently landed, 
w '''in the space of three how res, aboute 7000 men ; w"* w*'', had Jiot 
the reyne and stormy wether letted, wee mente that nighte to have 
attempted the takinge of the base towne, isstronge, by reason of 
the seate thereof, and a wall w"' a dyke w^** inclosethc yt from sea to 
sea, and well dellendcd w"' certeine companies of ouldc souldiers lefte 
uppon the laste yeare's returne of the fleete under the conducte of 
Don Juan dc Luna, (a Capten of good parentage and experience. 
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and employed laste yeare as Capten under the said Ricaldes in the 
galkon) and succored by greateshott from the higher towne, fortes, 
and castle, and from the shipps, wherein the enemie had planted 
much ordnaunce. We lodged that nighte within muskett shott of 
the walles, and determined the nextc nighte after yt shoulde bee as- 
sayled by escalada, and by water w^*' boates; w'*’ was well p'formed 
of all p'tes accordingly, and w''’in lesse than an howre the towne 
was won", w^** losse of .000 Spaniards, or thereabouts, and of our men 
but 20. Dyvers prisoners were taken, to the number of 80, where- 
of 3 or 4 are of some accompte; namely, th'abovesayd Don Juan 
de I.una, other twoc gentlemen, Iiis companions, and Juan de Vera» 
the King's commissary for mu.stcrs; whom wee purpose to exchange 
for English iiT the gallies, or elsewhere, accordinge as wee shall 
see cause. Immediatly after the towne thus taken, th’ enemie .sett 
the greate galleon on lyre, and wee possessed the resle of the shipps, 
but the gallies escaped the nighte before. » 

In this towne, and in the countree adjoyninge, there’was greate 
provision of wyne, w'*" by estimacion cannot bee lesse than (iOOO 
pypes at the leaste, reserved, spente, and spoylcd ; there was like- 
wise store of ruskc, biskuite, powdered beefe, and drye fishe, caskes, 
cables, and greate plentie of other provisions, w'*' hathe much re- 
lieved the souldiers, and spared our store aborde: There is reserved, 
whole and broken, 150 braese peeces, and a shipp loadeot Spani.shc 
pykes, musketts, and callyvers, w''’wcrc very latelie broughtc hcc- 
ther owte of Barber ie, and provyded for the invacion. 

Wee were no soner arryved.here but the wynde came contrarie, 
and so yt contynewethe ; wherfore, findinge by the examinacion ot 
certeine prysoners that there ys yet good .store ol municion and 
victualls, and other provisions for tlic .Stiyd invasion, remayninge in 
the magazine in the higher towne, rather then to Ioo.se tyme, and 
■ to spende of our owne, we have dayly sente some ot our companies 
in foraginge, some tenne or twelve leagues into the countree, and 
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w’’’ the rcste wee besieged the higher towne ; and, after 4 dayes bat- 
terie w'*" twoe dcmi-canons and 2 culverings, with greate difficultie 
a lytle breache was made, wherat, and at another which was made 
w''‘ a mync, w'^'' threwe upp a round towre nere adjoyninge, an as- 
sault was attempted ; but the gentlemen and leaders verie soddenlie 
and valieiitly mountinge on the topp of the brcache, some p'te of 
the walls not then fallen overthrewe those that went upon yt, and 
w*'' the falle buried suche as were at the foote of yt ; w'** unfortunate 
and unlookcd for accidentc was the cause the towne hathe not bene 
entered and taken, so muche were the souldiers exanimated thereat. 
■Th<i shippinge and a good parte of the provision destroyed, and beinge 
loathe to hazarde anymore men for that towne, (having allreadie loste 
M'^ Sixjnccr, liievetennte of tlie Ordnaunce, and dyvers gonners and 
souldiers slaync and hurte duringe the siege) and because there ys 
lytle lefte for our further releiffe in these p‘", and consideringe that 
this ys iw principall cause of oure ymploymente, wee think yt ex- 
pediente the nexte fayre wynde to beare towards the coste of Por- 
tugal!, where wee understand the better parte of the King’s fleet to 
bee p'paringc, and in greate readines ; and, yf yt shall please God to 
blesse us w'** any good successe, and shall recey ve such supplies oute 
of Englandc as are moste necessarie, wee purpose to returne to 
Andrews, where wee finde by experience we shall not be able to an- 
noye any shippinge but by takinge the towne iirste, as wee alledged 
to some of your LL. before our dep'turc. 

In this towne is the Marquis of Cerralvo, beinge Gov" nor Gen'all 
thereof, and of the whole kingdomc of Gallicia, whereof this is the 
cheiftb state of the whole province. There are in the highe towne, 
besydsseaven companies of ordenarie garrison, certein others, lately 
.sente thither to be imbarqued in the flcete. The ennemie hathe 
sundrie tymes offered himselfe in troopcs of two or 3000, and be- 
inge soinetymes met & skermyshed w”*, they will not abyde, but 
tlye w^^ lossc of store of their men. The recordes and instruments 
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of the whole province are burnt and spoyled. There ys suche no- 
table spoyle made in the base tovine, and all the cuntree aboute by 
the space of xii myles, that wee thinke seldome hatlie bene harde 
the lyke, and hathc, no doubte, greatly hindered the cncmie’s p'pa- 
racions. If the merchants had bene suffered to come lieethcr w '*' 
victualls, for succor and releiffc, they mighte have returned laden w'*' 
spoyle, to their greate benefite ; wherfore wee praye yo' LL. yf 
yow shall so thinke yt fytt.that they maye pa.sse hereafter w*** suche 
victuall, and other provision, as maye bee fytt for the armie. 

At our arryvall wee wanted aboute SO of oure shipps, w'*' as many 
companies of our souldiers, whereof tenne are comme to us Jinca 
our beinge heere ; the reste, as we thinke, are by weather beaten 
backe into England ; whereof wee have greate wante, and doe pray 
yo' LL. to cause their speedie repaire unto us, and that the victuall 
appointed to bee sente after for a supplye maye be ha.stncd awaye, 
and directed to come to the Burllings, or the Rocke, for wee shall 
have greate neede thereof verie shortlye: The names cA’ the com- 
panies and shipps missinge are in a scdule herew''’ .sente. In dis- 
charge of our duties wee are humbly to bcseeche yo' LL. to cause 
suche canons, powder, gonners, souldiers, and other provisions de- 
sired , to bee sente unto us w"* all possible expedicion ; w'’ yf yt bee 
denied, wee proteste unto yo' LL. wee .shall not bee able to p'forme 
the service expected: And, fora.smuche as bothe by the swordo, sick- 
nes, & other casualties, our men do daylie decrease, wee are allso to 
praye your LL. that xx companies of the ould .souldiers of Flanders 
maye likewise bee sente unto us ; of w''*" wanles yf wee may bee in 
tyme supplied, by the helpe of God, wee doubt not to doe her Ma"' 
that service as shall geve her juste cause to thinke her charges very 
well imployed. 

Touchinge th’ Erie of Essex, and what diligence wee have u.sod 
in accomplishinge her Ma“'’‘ and yo' LL.'s commandmente, wee re- 
ferr to the rcporle of S' Willm Knowles and M' Darcic, wh* 
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liave bene made acquainted all our proceedings in that be- 
half. 

Even as this b' was allmoste ended, certeine companies of the 
Flemmings, beingc sente abrode a foraginge, broughte in a prisoner, 
who uppon his lyffc assured us that there were 15000 souldiers as- 
sembled, and encamped verie strongly at Puenfs de Burgos, about 5 
EngVishe miles from us, under the conducte and the commandmente 
of th' Erles of Aha Mira and Andrada; whereuppon, on Tuisdaye 
the vi‘^ of this p'sente, wee marched lowardes them w*** 7000 soul- 
diers, leavinge the reste for the garde and siege of the towne ; and 
pneounteringe w'*' them, they conlinewed fighte the space of 3 
quarters of an howre, and then wee forced them to retire to the 
foote of a bridge whereon not above three coulde marche in ranke, 
and was above x skore in lengthe ; from whence, althoughe they 
were there defended by some fortihcacions, and had the benefite and 
succor of^ certeine howses and other places adjoyninge, they were fol- 
lowed w'*' lour shott and pykes w"' suche corrage and feirsnes as, 
after some fewe vollies on bothe sydes, they entered the bridge, and 
were in the middest w**" the pushe of the pyke forced to nuke re- 
treate into their trenches by the further foote of the bridge, where 
they encamped ; which, also, beinge pursued, they forsooke, and 
betooke themselves to flighte, abandoninge their weapons, bagge, 
and baggage, and loste above lOCX) in skirmishe or pursuite: Had 
wee had eyther horse on land, or some companies of Irishe Kernes to 
have p'sued them, there , had none of them escaped, w'^’’ cannot bee 
but a notable dishonor to the Kinge, and, in cure opinions, no 
smale furtherance to the service intended. Wee loste not above 2 
common souldiers, and one of the corporalls of the fielde ; S' Ed- 
warde Norris, who ledd the vantgarde, greevously hurte w'** a blowe 
on the heade, and CaptaineFulforde shott in thearme; Cap. George 
shott into the lefte eye; Cap. Hinder wounded in three places of the 
heade ; but no datiger of lytte in any of them. 
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Thus yt hathe pleased God to geve her Ma“' the victorie, vv*"' 
wee have greate hope to pursue elsewhere w‘>' lyke succes, yf wee 
maye bee succored w‘'' suche necessaries as are needfull ; yf not, wee 
can but doe our endevors. and leave the reste to the consideracion of 
yo' LL. whome wee humblie leave to the proteccon of the Al- 
mightie.

My bounden duty moste humblie remembred. I wa.s in great talbot 
good hope that before this I shold have bene able to have adver- v<>i.T. '>.’9. 
tized yo' L. my desired succes in my sute for the revertion of yo' 

L.’s ofFyees, but as yet by no means can I peure any absolute an- 
swere from her Ma'**; I have good comforte thcrin delivered, bothe 
to my selfe and to thos my good Trends who dele thcrin for me, but 
yet I am delayed. This other day I receved a 1" from yo' I,, sent 
me by M' Heron; I moste humblie thanke yo' L. for it, and also for 
the 1" W'*" yo' L. sent to my L** Thre'r, wherein it hathe pleased you 
to move him ernestly on my behalf, according to my humble sute. 

He was at Tybaltes when he receved that yo' L.'s 1", but the next

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(lay he returned to y' Cowrte, where he tolde me of the same, and 
shewed it to me : It is in all poyntes agreable to my desyre, and his 
L. thynkethe it very fytte to be shewed to her Ma'** ; w®** he bathe 
ever synce carry ed aboute him in his pursse, with intente to rede it 
unto her, and theruppon to dcale agayne ernestly w*** her, as here- 
tofore he bathe done, but (by reason of the Lowe Cuntrey causes, 
w'’’ have thes two or three dayes occupycd her Ma‘ ® and the Coun- 
sell, havynge geven audience to 4 or v of the States who are now 
here) he colde not fynde a fytt oportunety to shew yo' h*, but I hope 
very shortely he will.

I am apoynted, amongest the rest, to attende 
on her Ma*'' to Barnellmes: I pray God my diligent attendance there 
may p'cuce me a gratious ansvverc in my sute at her returne, for 
whilstc she*^is there nothinge may be moved to her but matter of de- 
lighte, and to content her, w®'' is the only cause of her goynge thi- 
ther. I thynke ray Thfer will goe to nighte to 'I'ybaltes, and 
returne agen ether on Wednesday or Thursday morninge. 

Ther is no ctayne newes comme from our navy synce S' W™ 
Knowles returned, or w*^in ii or in dayes after his dep'ture from 
them when they sayled from the Groyne, that I have harde of : I 
here her Ma*'' was nothynge well pleased w*** the attempte that our 
Generales made on the hyc citty of Groyne ; she wolde have hadd 
them have contented them selves only w*** the spoyle of y* base towne 
there, where they founde good store of wynes, oyles, & other vyc- 
tuallcs, and not to have p’ceded any further as they did, for they 
su moned the hye towne, and began an undermyne, and wan a bridge 
of gret strengeth ; but, as I here pryvately, not w*'’out the losse of

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as many of our men as of theyrs, if not more, and \v‘’’oute tlie gayne 
of any thynge, unles it were honor, and the ac(juaintinge of our 
men w'** the use of theyr weapons. I have harde that our Generalcs 
have thes instructions ; that in ca-se they shall fynde any grcaio fac- 
tion, & numbers of people in Portugall who will joyne w''’ our men 
for the restorynge of Don Anthonio to his former steate ther, when 
they shall knowe that he in p'.son is ther, and what forces of soul- 
dyors are sente w^** him, then, at theyr di.scretions, to landc at .suche 
places as they shall thynke metest ; but, & if it falle oute that there 
shall be found no gretter factions, nor forces to assiste them, then 
the Spanyards foundehere in England the lastc sum’ to assiste then>

sum meate or drynke. In France tljynges goe very well on the 
Kyngc's p'tc ; Sondry great overthrowes have bene geven of late to 
the Duke of Mayne's syde by the forces of the Kynge of Navarr.

I know I trobleyo' L. too longe w"’ my tedious scriblingo ; there- 
fore most humblie on my knees I will beseche yo' L.' daly blessingc, 
and ever 'pray to God Allmyghtye to p*.serve yo' L. in moste pTyte 
hcalthe, hoA% and longe lyffe.

Some 
letters which contained the fullest evidence of their treachery were intercepted in London on the 
17 th of February, by the vigilance of Elizabeth's ministers, and sTie immediately transmitted 
them to James, who seized the conspirators; but, owing probably to that indoleiKe of temper 
the effects of which this Prince’s eulogists have generally ascribed to a profound policy, dis- 
missed them after a very slight inquiry, without any punishment except a short confinement. 
Even Eli/abeth, whose unjust demands that ill-fated country had so often been forced to sub- 
mit to, now remonstrated in vain.

I HOPE you will as well accept of my thanckes for yo' 1‘* from 
Spaifte as from Plimouth, since sooner I had no mcjines to write. 
By S' Will'm Knowls yo' Ho. hath understode of all that passed at' 
the Groyne; since w*’' time it hath pleased God to sertd great afflic- 
tion of sicknes uppon us,* caused by the excessive store of wyne w‘** 
o' soldiors fownde in the Groyne ; w'** was so much, and so disp'sed 
everie whtre, that it was not possible by ainie meanes to keepe the 
soldiors frorfi it‘. 

It was thought fit, because wee understoode that the K, had pla- 
ced stronge garrisons in ev’y landinge place neer Lysbone,to lande-f- 
at a place called Penice, otherwise the Younge Rocke; where was 
made some offer to hinder o' landinge, but at laste*they ranne awaie. 


Earl of Nottingham in 159^, which titles, having been held successively by his two sons, be- 
came extinct in 1681.

* Camden tells u$ that no less than 6000 men fell by sickness in this expedition; and Cap- 
tain Fenner, a naval officer who was present, and whose letter to Mr. Anthony Bacon is to be 
found in Doctor Birch's collection, says that of the 21,000 who went on this unfortunate enter- 
prize only 10,000 returned^ and of the 1 100 gentlemen of note who sailed 750 perished. 

f In another letter (misplaced in vol. /. of tbe originals which is copied nearly verbatim 
from this, Sir Edward Norris adds, the Earl of Essex was the first that landed, whoe, by rea* 
son the billowcs were so greate, waded to the shoulders to come ashore.” A motive of envy 
probably inclined him to suppress this piece of information in the letter before us^ which bft 
knew would he immediately perused by the Queem 
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and most shamefullie forsooke the castle ; was verie well fur- 
nished of all things, especiallie of ar tiller ie, municon, and victuals, 
and it self unpossible to have been taken. There we thought fit to 
nomb' o' forces that wee could lande, and fownde them not 60cx> 
men ; yet w‘ them my brother resolved to marche to Lysbone by 
lande, w'*' was but 12 leagues, yet for heat, and weaknes of o' men, was 
compelled to make six dates march of it : In that marche the Spaniards 
did divers times shewe themselves, but still rannc awaie as soonc as 
they were charged ; still dislodging their campe as we came neere 
them. And so my brother possessed him self of the west suburbs of 
Lysbone, he held 4 dayes; wherein he divers tymes beat tfip 
Spainyards, w'hout losse of ainie men, excepte one daie that some 
horse and foote, under colour of freindes to the King, and crying 
Vive Don Antonio,* were suffred to passe our gardes, untill they came 
unto Coronell Brett's quarter, where, assaultinge the garde, they 
killed almost 40 men, but weare suddenly forced to run *waie, w"* 
the losse of 40 horsse, and almost all the foot. There \Vas Coronell 
Brett, after he had killed the cheife com'aunder of the Spainyards, 
and broken his pyke, and most valientlye defended his men w*’’ his 
sword, killed w‘'* a muskett shott. There dyd o' souldiers fynd 
wond'full stoare of riches, in mrahandize, and spyccs, and victual!, 
but for lacke of carriage they were forced to leave all behynd them. 

After fower daies, ray brother, seeing the walles very high and 
strong (contrary to that w''* was tould him) and noe meanes to bat- 
ter, his powder spent, and noe likelyhood of being supplied by the 
fleete, and his men dayly falling sicke. w'-out anie hope from the 
Portugalls, resolved to retyreh ether to Cascajs, to the fleete ; w' he

than wiA any serious hope of re^tablishing himself on the throne. mcr papnf. 
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dyd w'''out that the Spaniard dyd anie thing seeke to disturbe, or 
lightc them: Within twoe dayes after, hearinge that the Spain-> 
yards were assembled, 8000, and 400 horse, w*'’in two myles, he* 
p'sently marched towards them to geve them battaile; but they* 
p'ntlie, as soone as they bad newes that we began to marche, dis- 
lodged, and retyred to Lysbone. Now here do our victuall begia 
to fade, and o' men fall dayly sicke ; nor cait the contrey serve us, 
so is it spoyled round about by the Spainyards; wherfore we shalbe 
forced to dep'te, but whether,* our Generalls will advertise, and I 
must leave it to their wysdomes. Generali Drake hath here taken 
hulkes, laden w'*’ come and provision for shipps: Yt is great 
hindraunce to the King’s preparacons, but little good to us whoe 
can not make breade of y t. This castle, w'** is unvinceble, and well 
furnished w'’’ all thinges, dyd most cowardly yeeld after two culve- 
rins shott ; w'\ if they hadd shott x daies, would not have made a 
breache as bigge as my head. Thus have I truly sett dowuc o' 
jorney. ^

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Honor may remember a longe servitor to the King'; of Spayne: They 
bringe \v‘'‘ them a present to the Kinge, of good value, to congra- 
tulate his marriage: Many of them are appointed to practise w*’' the 
people there, & have brought \v“' them good store of treasure, they 
suppose. The King’s beinge so longe away is here muche scanned 
ovg & especially iiis beinge so greate & in company so many of 
the Princs of Germany ; there be some dispatched ov' to have an 
eye to him. The matter of the Duke of Parma his preparacon 
waxeth very colde ; himselfe ill at ease agayne.

inily, A manuscript in the College of Arms, of the beginning of the last century, denomi' 
nates him ** Niger Markham ;** but the reason for that appellation is not known. He was the 
only son of Sir John Markham, of Gotham, by his third wife, Anne, daughter and coheir of 
John6trelley, and relict of Sir Richard Stanhope, of Rampton. The Earl of Shrewsbury was 
• distantly related to him, and, notwithstanding he had been on very ill terms with the father, 
who had dissipated most part of his great fortune, took the son under his protection, brought 
him to Court, and procured for him the place of Standard Bearer to the (^cen*s Band of Pen- 
sioners, the only public situationin which we find him. married Mary, daughter of Sir Rico 
Griffin, of Dinglcy in Northamptonshire, and had issue. Sir Griffin, who was ruined by the pari 
he took ill Essex's insurrection ) Sir George, who succeeded to his father's property, and mar- 
ried Judith, daughter of John Wythernwick, of Claxby in Lincolnshire ; Charles, and Thomas, 
twins. This family ends in two coheiresses, the daughters of George Markham, of Ollerton 
and Claxby, Eatjuirc, who are now living ; Mary, ^cUct of Mamaadukc Tunstall, of Wycliffe in 
the county of York, Esquire, and Catherine, a nun at Dunkirk, lately a member of the convent 
at Pontoise, near Paris, which was dissolved in 1787.

BURGHLEY, Lord Thresorer of England, and Lo. Leiulenanl 
of the Countie of Hertf. for the better arminge, ami more speedie 
furnisbinge, of the Souldiers therein, aswell Horsemen as Footemen, 
by vertue of her Majesties Contission of Leiutenancie to him di- 
rected, the date of - 1589 . 

For the Deputie Lieutenants. 

First, that before the xxvi daie of Marche they doe make a talbot 
gcnerall view and muster of all the able men w"'in the sliirc, from voulIiVi n. 
the age of xvi yeares and upwards; wherein they ar^ to have an 
especial care to make there books so perfect as, u])]x)n anie sodaine 
occasion, they maic from tyme to tyme make a p'sent levie of such 
able and serviceable men as from the Lo. Leiuten* shalbe comanded 
and appointed. 

Item, To make p'fect bookes of all armor, and warlike weapons and 
furniture, w‘'’in the shire, as well private as common ; whereby the 
better appeares what nomber of soldiers uppo' anie occasion male be 
armed and furnished w'^’in the shire, over & besides the ordinary 
trayned bands. 

Item, To looke carefullye to the furnishinge and well kcepinge of 
all the store of powder, matche, and bullett, appoincted to be dis- 
tributed into sondry places of the shire, lor the sudden and ready 
furnishinge of the shott . 

Item, In like sorte to call uppon the Captaincs, carefully to looke 
to the well and orderly keepinge of the armor, and other warlike

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fiuTiiturc of the trained bands, whereby the same may be in a readi- 
nes wliensocv" they slialbe called for. 

//(’/«, no soldier y' hath bene enrowled in anie of the Captaine's 
trained bandes shalbe discharged out of the same in respect of the 
livery or s"rvicc of anie nobleman, except he was the howsehold sr- 
vant of anie nobleman. 

Item, Y* no man wearinge the livery of anie nobleman as a re- 
teynor* shalbe excepted or discharged from anie musters or warlike 
sYvices, except he be the howseholde s'rvant, or a keep' of anie howse 
or parke for a nobleman. 

« ItSm, Whereas manie times divers of her Ma*'‘ s'rvants, and sun- 
dric m'rchants of London, havingc howses and tarmes in theire ownc 
possession w“‘in the said countie, have heretofore refused to paie and 
contribute towardes anie taxac’ons and assessments, reasonably rated 
upon them amongest theire neighbors, accordinge to the quantitie 
of the lan'des w'*' they doo occupic in their owne handes ; whereby 
the greater (jurthen hath bene layed uppo' the poorer sorte of those 
townes and p'ishes where theire howses and livings are ; it is there- 
fore ordered by the said Lo. Leuiten', that henceforth no s'rvant of 
her Ma' S nor m’rchant of London, nor anie other p'son or p'sons 
whatsoev', except the Prelats and Lo'** of the Parlyament, shall be 
hirborne and excepted out of anie charge or taxacon for and towards 
settinge forthc of soldiers, repayring of arms, or anie such other pub- 

• Retainers were a sort of dependents, who were at this time only employed to grace their 
Lord on great public occasions by adding to the number that appeared in his livery, wliich they 
bound themselves to wear. They had formerly, however, been used as instruments of violence 
and oppres.sion, and the great man. In return, afforded them his aid in their law suits and petty 
quarrels ; but, the inconveniences of this custom appearing as the feudal system became better 
defined, its objectionable parts were removed by several early statutes, and the retainers became 
mere fe ithci s in the cap of nobility. The privilege of retaining could not be exercised without 
an exprc.ss licence from the Crown (sa XIX. of this reign), by which the retainers were 
sometimes exonerated of all forfeitures, losses, or penalties, to the King, his heirs, and succes* 

sors, by force of any statute. Sec. and we may presume from this passage that they were once 
exempted from military services.

wherebie all ‘thinges maie be in the better readines, yf uppo* anie 
soddaine occasion they shalbe used: Wherein they are to take .sucli 
favourable courses as they doe p'fonne the same w“‘ as little chaj-ge 
and trouble to the countrie as maye be; w'*' maye best \k done by 
inakinge theire viewes and musters in sundry places ol >hc shire, by 
smale troupes togeather, and soe as the horsemen be not charged to 
come above vi or vn miles to their view. 

Item, That all the horsemen, and all tlie shott of the foote bands, 
be psently furnished w'** theire cassocks, yf anie be wantingc. 

Item, That ye take order w'*’ the Justices of Peace, and others ol 
good living and abylitie, y‘ every of them doe pvide to have in a 
Ldinesapetronell, on horsebacke, furnished w‘'' cassockes of one 
colour, and other furniture, to attend uppon the Lo. Leuiten* uppo 
anie occasion of sYvice, or otherwise to be craploycxl at Ins L.’ di- 

reccon. , , 

Item, Y' ye shall give pntc order that all and cverie pson and 

p'sons charged w“> the findinge of anie armor or weaiion ior and to- 
wards the furnishinge of the severall bands \v‘''in this shire, that they 
shall, at all and everie the dales of masters and traynings, or other 
tymes of her Ma'’- s'rvicc, uppon warningc givctt by die Captaine oi 
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Other knowen officer, speedyly deliver unto everie of the soldiers 
appointed to use and wcare the same, all thesayed armor and furni- 
ture, well and sufficiently trim'ed, buckeled, dressed, and scoured ; 
uppo' painc y‘ everie one makinge default therein, not onely to for- 
fayt for every offence, but allso shall suffer such other corporall pu- 
nishenU as to the L. Leuiten*, or two of his deputies, shall s^me 
convenient. 

Item, That (for the better keepinge and order inge of the said ar- 
mor and weapon, w'*' their furniture, vv‘'’in the trayned bandes of the 
shire, whereby the same maie be in a readines allwaies for .s'rvice) 
€ fne s*jants of everie Captaine’s band for the shott, and the vintiners* 
for the armed men, shall have rolles delivered unto them by their 
Captaines, as well of the names and dwelling places of all such as arc 
charged w‘'‘ the findingc of armor and weapon for furnishinge of the 
soldiers in each of tlieir dcvlsions, as allso of the com'on armor and 
weapon ;*w‘'’ once in vi weekes they shall duly view and p’use, 
whether thd same be cleanly and orderly kept ; and, findinge any 
p’te thereof defective, they shall then charge the owner thereof, very 
speedily, by a daye, to mende the same; at w'** daie yf yt shall not 
be well p’formed, then he shall thereof p’sently enforme his Captaine, 
whereby he maie likewise imp'te the same unto some one of the Dc- 
putie Leiuten", that by them p'sent order maie be taken therein : 
For w'*" theire paines, truely and diligently p’formed in this s’rvice, 
the s’jants shall have yearely ni^ for every shott, and the vintiner as 
much for every armed man, aswell pyke as bill, w'** shalbe collected 
by the con.stable of everie towne, at the generall charge of the town- 
shippes ; w*^'' shalbe equally divided into iin partes, and so quarterly 
payd unto them; And, if anie default, or negligent dealinge, shalbe 
found in anie the said s'rjants or vintyners, that then every of them

Item, All the calyvers, w'*' theire furniture, in each s'rjanfs charge, 
to be safely kept together, eyther by some of the substantiallcst in- 
habitants in that division, or els in such other place as shall seme 
meete and convenient for the same, at the appoyntm' of the Deputy 
Leiuten'S or two of them. 

Item, To take order that the beacons from tyme to tyme be well 
repayred, and that every thinge be in a readines for the nectfssary^ 
use of them. 

For the C a J>t allies . 

First, That they doe carefully provide able and sullicicnt men to 
take charge of the necessary places and oltices under them, be- 
ing men well-affected in religion, and of honest and good conver- 
sacon. 

Item, To have an especiall care to make choyse of able and meete 
men to srve under them as souldyers, w'’’ they shall sorte to tliciie 
armor and weapon accord inge to the stature of theire bodyes. 

Item, After such choise made, and every one sorted and well appoint- 
ed unto their armor and weapons, the Captaincs shall pscntly make a 
pTect rolle indented of the names aswcll of all the officers under 
them, as allso of all and every their soldiers, and theif dwellmgc 
places; settinge downe allso therein, how, and w"' who.se armor, 
every of them are furnished; the one p'tc of w^*- rolle they are to 
deliver unto the Deputie Leiuten'*. whereby they male out of the 
same make a pfecte booke thereof for the L. Leiuten'. 

Item, After the soldyers are soe enrowled, none of them shall de- 
p to, or remove his dwellinge out of the towne or p .site- for the w' ' 
he is charged as a soldyer, unlesse in convenient tyme before he doe 
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deliver good cause thereof unto his Captaine, who shall psently sig- 
nifie tlie same unto some one of the Deputie Leiuten‘* (whereby, if 
uppon examinac'on of the same he shall geive his allowance there- 
uto, they male p'sently take order for the furnishinge of his or their 
places w'*' anoth' as sufficient) uppo" paine of every one dep'tinge, 
otherwise then as aforesayed, to be committed to the common gayle, 
there to continevv xx*'' daies, w‘''out bayle or mainprise, as to the 
discretion of two of the Deputie Liueten*' shall seeme convenient. 

Item, Whereas by former orders from the Lo*** of her Ma.' Ho, 
Privie Counsell yt was comTaunded that farmers, and others of the 
hest and wealthiest howseholders, shoulde be named and appoynted 
to be soldiers, bycause, as it was then conceived, that they would 
not onely allwaies be resiant, and ready uppo" short warninge to at- 
tend her Ma‘’‘ services, but allso would for the better ease of the 
country bear theire ow'iie charges ; now, for as muche as by late 
experience at Tilbery yt was founde that snialle or no benefytt 
grewe thereby, but, allso, that those rich men, w'*’ have bene dain- 
tily fed, and warme lodged, when they came thither to lye abroade 
in the fields were worse able to endure the same then anie otliers ; 
and, therewith, allso, by their absence they received great losse in 
theire crops of hay and come, for lacke of theire carcfull attendance 
in the ininge thereof (a matter, amongest others, very p'judiciall to 
the com'onwealthe) it is therefore now agreed by the sayed L. Leui- 
ten', that from henceforthe, yf conveniently yt may be without hin- 
dcrance to the s'rvice, y‘ all suche kinde of men be spared from theire 
[fsonall s'rvice ; .so that cverie of them, heretofore or hereafter to be 
charged, doc sufficiently supply ther places, eythcr w'** one of theire 
sonnes, beinge able, or ells w‘'“ some other such able man (allowed 
by the Leuiten^*) as they will have allwayes in a readines whenso- 
ev' he shalbc called to .s'rvc her Ma'‘*; otherwise themselves, in 
tlieire owne p'sons, to supplie their places. 

Item, No Captaine, pety Captaine, nor other theire under officers. 
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shall, for anie cause what soever, discharge, alter, or chaiingo, aiiie 
of the soldiers enrowled w‘»in the band. w‘^outthe especiall diveccon 
of one of the Deputie Leiuten“, or two of them. 

Item, Y‘ no Captain shall dep't out of the shire w‘''out lyccnre ot 
the L. LeuitenS or his deputies, or two of them ; \i\ tyme of 
theire absence they shall leave such sufficient deputie or dcputii's 
to supply theire places, as slialbe allowed by tlie L. I.euitenant, or 
his deputies, or two of them. 

For the Soldyers. 

Inprimis, That at every muster and trayning, or other martialj 
s'rvice of her Ma'’*, every soldyer enrowled, upj)o' warninge given 
linto him from his Captaine, eyther by anie of his officers or by the 
constables, shall p'ntely repayre to the dwellinge bowses t)f such 
p'sons whose armor and weapon he is aj)pointC“d to wearc & u.se, Im;- 
ing privat armor, or els to such other place where the convon armor 
shalbe kept, and there they shall therew"' orderly anne ijnd furnishc 
themselves, and w*** speede returne to such place as they shalbe aj)- 
poynted and directed by the sayed officers and constables ; and from 
thence they shall goe, armed and furnished, to the jjlace eyther of

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horses (a matter both unseemly for soldiers, and allso very hurtfull un- 
to the armor by brusinge and breakingetherof, whereby manie tymes 
yt bccometh alltogethcr uns'rviceable) ; it is therefore ordered that 
everie soldier, at all musters and trayninges, shall have, over and be- 
sides vm'* a (laye for his wages, a penny a mile for the wearinge 
and carriage of his armor and weapon & other furniture, so that yt 
exceede not six miles; provided allwayes that yf anie of them shall 
refuse to weare & carrye the same, that then the p'tie so ofFendinge 
shall not onely loose all his wages, but also, further, shall sutler iiii 
ilayes iinprisonm', w''’out bayle or mainprise.
